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LITERATURE AND THE 
HUMANITIES FOR THE MASS MARKET 


F. SEYMOUR SMITH 


ONE way to estimate the coverage of post-war paper-back series is to classify 
a random selection of a few hundred of these popular volumes. It will be 
found that there are few topics which have not attracted books designed for 
the popular market or for the scientific and technical reader in search of 
authoritative information. Those pioneers of paper-backs, Penguins and the 
associated series of Pelicans, alone offer an impressive library of books in 
those classes of pure literature known as belles-lettres, the humanities, art, 
history and intellectual studies generally. Apart from reprinting established 
works and classics widely read in hard cover and library editions, the 
publishers of Penguins and Pelicans have a distinguished list to offer of books 
specially written for the series, and of specially commissioned translations of 
the masterpieces of the ancient world, as well as the great novels of Russian, 
French, Italian, German and other modern literatures. 


Pan Books were early followers of Penguin’s example and their long list 
includes such titles as The British by Drew Middleton (3s. 6d.) and The 
New Ghana: The Birth of a Nation by J. G. Amamoo (2s. 6d.). 


No collective catalogue of paper-backs published in Great Britain and in 
print has yet been attempted, but it is needed, and students pursuing quite 
specialised courses of study would greatly benefit by such a list if it were 
classified and kept up to date. General readers all over the world, especially 
those with no or few bookshops and libraries within easy access, would also 
welcome this form of union catalogue if it were itself published as a cheap 


paper-back. 








In this very limited survey of some notable additions an attempt will be 
made to indicate the wide range of subjects covered by modern paper-backs, 
emphasising some series which may not be so well known as those usually 
stocked for display in many of the larger bookshops. 

As with some other series, Longmans, Green publish their Men of Wisdom 
books in two editions: the cloth bound library volumes being tos. 6d. each, 
and paper-bound copies 6s. each. The first six in this distinguished series of 
monographs devoted to learned yet popular biographies and discussions of 
the great thinkers offer both students and general readers translations of 
French books on St. Augustine; Master Eckhart (that is, Meister Eckhart, the 
great German mystic who died in 1327); St. Paul; the Buddha; John the 
Baptist; and Muhammad. The authors’ treatment of their subjects takes these 
books far beyond biography; for example, Emile Dermenghem’s Muhum- 
mad, translated by Jean Watt, is an enlightening work on the whole Islamic 
tradition. Each book has a good bibliography indicating sources and offering 
suggestions for further reading; a chronological table; fairly extensive and 
representative excerpts from the original writings of the subject of the study; 
and an unusually lavish number of illustrations, including reproductions of 
pages of manuscripts, and above all, of photographs presenting the historical 
and geographical background. Further volumes on George Fox and the 
Quakers and Moses and the Vocation of the Jews are promised for this month. 

In the same category as the above comes A Popular History of the Catholic 
Church, by Philip Hughes, first published in 1939, and frequently revised. 
Last year it was reprinted as a ‘Universe’ Double (Burns, Oates, 1958, §s.). 
This complete text of 278 pages has already been a best seller in America, 
where over 100,000 copies have been sold. 

An interesting series of general books, including some fiction, known as 
Windsor Selections from English Literature, edited by W. G. Bebbington, and 
published by Allen & Unwin, is much used by teachers, and some of those 
so far issued are suitable for readers of all ages. Notably, that unique classic 
of twentieth century English, The Autobiography of a Super-Tramp, by the 
poet W. H. Davies (ss.); The Path to Rome, by Hilaire Belloc, another contem- 
porary classic, first published in 1902 (4s.6d.); and a post-war success called 
The Overloaded Ark by Gerald Durrell (5s.). A successor to the last, Three 
Singles to Adventure, has found a place in Corgi paper-backs (Transworld 
Publishers, 2s.6d.). Both of these entertaining narratives of adventures with 
animals continue in demand in their original crown octavo editions, thus 
proving that paper-backs attract a different section of the market. 

Attractive to academically trained theological students, but going far 
beyond this circle, to the educated general reader, is the bold addition to 
Fontana Books of The Journals of Kierkegaard, 1834-1854, edited and translated 
from the Danish by Alexander Dru (Collins, 1958, 2s.6d.). In this pocket 
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book of 254 pages the translator gives the reader an introductory essay of 
thirty pages and a comprehensive selection from this extraordinary work, 
rightly assessed by Sir Herbert Read as ‘one of the world’s great books’. 
Alexander Dru’s full version in English runs to 666 pages, and this is still a 
selection (Oxford University Press, 1938, 38s.). 

There are many distinguished contributions to the study of the humanities 
in Fontana Books, including a dozen great works of theology and philosophical 
speculation. The majority are available at 2s.6d., even such a lengthy 
world classic as The Confessions of St. Augustine. The series offers reprints of 
three of the widely read books by C. S. Lewis (one of which is the perennial 
Screwtape Letters, 2s.); J. B. Phillips’s modern version of the Epistles, entitled 
Letters to Young Churches; Albert Schweitzer’s On the Edge of the Primeval Forest 
(2s.); an American literary critic, Edmund Wilson, on The Scrolls from the 
Dead Sea; and a book originally published by Allen and Unwin in 1920 by 
C. Harold Dodd—The Meaning of Paul for To-day. Because of its length, 
Aldous Huxley’s The Perennial Philosophy, that erudite and eclectic study 
providing an anthology from all theologies, is one of the few Fontana Books 
priced at 3s.6d. 

Other classes of literature are well served in this series: Ronald Bainton’s 
survey of Sex, Love and Marriage is an interesting sketch of the attitude of 
the Church through the ages, up to the Reformation and the later Puritan- 
ism, to such subjects as romantic and courtly love, fornication and adultery, 
virginity, chastity, wedlock, and divorce. 

In Collins’s companion series of Comet Books (all at the same price of 
2s.6d. each) although most of the volumes so far published contribute to the 
literature of science, there are several in the classes of sociology, history and 
travel. One such, it is to be hoped, will surely have a world audience: An 
Almanac of Liberty, by William O. Douglas, abridged for Comet Books by the 
distinguished historian and sociologist Professor D. W. Brogan. The author 
is a Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, and this is significant 
when the nature of the book is fully grasped, for throughout he emphasises 
the fundamental, even startling, difference between ‘freedom’ and ‘liberty’ 
and ‘the rights of man’ in democratic and totalitarian states. In his full text 
Mr. Justice Douglas had an entry for every day of the year, and he saw, too, 
that his chosen year was a Leap Year in order to gain an additional day for 
an entry, which, together with its 356 fellows, surveyed and discussed by 
comment, record and quotation something of the inspiring story of man’s 
world-wide struggle for liberty, the price of which has been wisely said to 
be ‘eternal vigilance’, and which, in the view of a great French writer, ‘must 
be fought for every day’. 

Volumes in Comet Books allied in theme or subject to this basically impor- 
tant survey are: Lord Radcliffe’s study of The Problem of Power; an abridge- 
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ment of James Thurlow Adams’s The Living Jefferson, specially revised for 
this edition by Max Beloff, of Nuffield College, Oxford; Ambassador’s 
Report by Chester Bowles; Suzanne Labin’s The Secret of Democracy (a dis- 
tinguished French political commentator’s vigorous discussion of principles 
and practice); George Mikes’ poignantly sympathetic story of The Hungarian 
Revolution; Maurice Zinki’s discussion of problems in Development for Free 
Asia (a sapient anticipation of difficulties to come in the probable future, with 
some necessary adjustments suggested); James Cameron’s Mandarin Red, 
offering one man’s view of what life looks like in communist China (this 
London journalist, ‘uncommitted’, was the first reporter to be allowed to 
visit the country in 1954 on an ordinary visa); and Edward Crankshaw’s 
informed, critical, yet not unsympathetic study of Russia Without Stalin. 


Then there is a much-admired record of an historical journey, South With 
Scott, by Admiral Lord Mountevans; Van Wyck Brooks on Helen Keller, 
whose courageous life has inspired handicapped men and women the world 
over; that shrewdly acute observer and historian, Herbert Agar, contributes 
his monograph on Abraham Lincoln, with a useful note on sources for students; 
and a book which has quickly taken a place with standard literature on a 
much-written subject has recently been added by the reprinting in Comet 
Books of Ivor Brown’s Shakespeare. One additional example in the series 
should be cited because it is a book on a subject about which the student 
would have difficulty in finding anything else in English, namely, R. P. 
Masani’s biography of Vinoba Bhave, called The Five Gifts. Masani was a 
close associate of Vinoba Bhave, and this study of the master’s life and philos- 
ophy, and the development of the Bhoodan movement as a new instrument 
for social change is offered as ‘a practical demonstration of the teaching of the 
master Ghandiji’. 

Nor are the fine arts neglected: we now have a Guide To Orchestral Music, 
by Frank Howes, originally published in 1942 by Secker and Warburg under 
the title of Full Orchestra, and issued in Fontana Books in 1958 (2s.6d.). The 
Little Library of Art (Methuen, 2s.6d. each), in progress, already offers a 
presentation of some of the work of Braque, Cézanne, Mondrian, Picasso, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, and a dozen others, with introductions by well-known art 
critics, such as John Rewald, Frank Elgar and Edouard Julien. Then there 
are 19 monographs in the excellent Fontana Pocket Library of Great Art (Collins, 
4s. and $s. each), notable for their illustrations, some in colour, and folding 
plates. 

Sculpture, compared with painting, is a comparatively neglected art in 
books of this kind, but the gap is being filled by the Modern Sculptors Series. 
The first batch of eight is now available (Zwemmer, 10s.6d, each) and 
presents the characteristic work of twentieth century sculptors each in about 
32 plates, with descriptive introductions and notes, including the location 














of the selected pieces. So far the series has dealt with Barbara Hepworth, 
Laurens, Lipchitz, Marini, Henry Moore, Despiau, and Zadkine, and others 
(including a monograph on Picasso’s work in this medium) are in active 
preparation. 

The publishers (Hutchinson) of the new series Grey Arrows refer in their 
prospectus to ‘the great rise of interest among the general public in books of 
a serious educational character’ as ‘one of the most notable trends of post-war 
publishing’. The policy of the firm has therefore been announced as the bold 
one of selecting books for this paper-back series from their well-known 
Hutchinson University Library, from similar books from other publishers, and 
by the commissioning of special works by authoritative writers. The first 
half-dozen titles were impressive: they included Graham Hough’s The 
Romantic Poets (2s.6d.); Come to the Opera, by Stephen Williams (3s.6d.); The 
Beginnings of Religion, by E. O. James (2s.6d.) and The Arabs in History, by 
Bernard Lewis (2s.6d.). Among the successors is an excellent introduction to 


political philosophy in J. D. Mabbott’s The State and the Citizen (2s.6d.). 


Even in a brief survey space must be found for other newcomers, each with 
a distinguished list. There are, for example, the twelve books which sent 
Faber’s paper-covered editions off with an intellectual flourish of outstanding 
interest, for they included such contemporary writing as the Collected Poems, 
1909-1935 of T. S. Eliot (ss.); the same writer’s play The Cocktail Party at the 
same price; the late Walter de la Mare’s beautiful Peacock Pie (ss.) and Sir 
Edwyn Hoskyns and F. Noel Davey’s absorbing The Riddle of the New 
Testament (6s.). Similarly, Macmillan’s St. Martin’s Library makes available 
such seminal works as The Golden Bough (2 vols. 6s. each); A. C. Bradley’s 
classic studies of Shakespearean Tragedy (6s.); and some masterpieces of 
nineteenth century fiction by Thomas Hardy (4s. each). Also into the market 
has come Elek’s Bestseller Library, which includes the novels of Samuel Butler 
and Daniel Defoe, and translations of the great French novelists and of Ovid 
and Boccaccio, priced mostly at 3s. 6d. each. 


And this great, good work goes on. In less than a year anew venture known 
as Four Square Books (Landsborough Publications, 2s.6d. and 3s.6d. each, with 
a few at 5s.) achieved a truly astonishing success, with sales running at the 
rate of over three million volumes a year. Here popular contemporary novels 
and belles-lettres sell in newsagents’ shops side by side with such European 
classics as Dostoievsky’s Brothers Karamazov, in the standard English trans- 
lation by Constance Garnett (ss.). All this is surely part of social as well as 
publishing history.

THE YEAR’S WORK IN MODERN LANGUAGE STUDIES. 
Vol. XIX, 1957. By a number of Scholars. Edited for The Modern Humanities 
Research Association by L. T. Topsfield. Cambridge ‘University Press, 80s. 1958. 
22 cm. 712 pages. Index. 
This impressive critical survey of work done increases as the years go by, even though 
the editor rightly describes it as a select survey. Two new sections are included in this 
volume: one on Romance Linguistics and the other on Dutch and Flemish studies. 
On the other hand, the section on Theses accepted in universities of Great Britain and 
Ireland has been omitted. Fairly extensive sections on French and Provengal, Hispanic, 
German, Scandinavian and Slavonic studies take up the greater part of the volume and, 
as may well be anticipated, works recommended for the student of literature con- 
siderably outnumber those for workers in the field of linguistics. (016-8)

This useful little guide to the museums and art galleries of London has been revised 

and re-set since the appearance of the 6th edition in 1956. Entries relating to the 

individual institutions have been brought up to date and a few new photographs have 
been added to the liberally illustrated text. This is an indispensable handbook for the 
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visitor who wishes to see as many as possible of the treasures preserved in London’s 
museums.

TRIBUNE 21. Edited by Elizabeth Thomas. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 1959. 
20 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. 

Tribune, the weekly organ of the left wing of the British Labour movement, celebrates 
its twenty-first anniversary this year. It has consistently maintained the tradition of 
radical journalism and remained a young man’s paper, more concerned with vigour 
than with polish and with politics rather than the arts. Almost every figure of note in 
Socialist circles has contributed to its pages, but it has also included such unexpected 
figures from the literary world as Dame Edith Sitwell and Mr. Robert Graves. The 
brevity and the provocative quality of its articles do not make for permanence, but 
these elements are indispensable to the paper’s character and policy. (082-2) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


A HISTORY OF PHILOSOPHY. Vol. IV. Descartes to Leibniz. 
Frederick Copleston. Burns, Oates & Washbourne, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 382 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The previous volumes of this history have been justly praised, and if the following two 

maintain the same standard this work will have few parallels for learning, clarity and 

fairmindedness. The importance of the present volume is that it is concerned with a 

crucial and original moment in European thought, though Father Copleston stresses 

the extent to which contemporary philosophy and medieval philosophy exhibit a 

measure of continuity. The long introduction surveys the ground covered not merely 

by the present but by the next two volumes. This provides a masterly summary of the 

origins of what is called ‘modern thought’. (109) 


COMMENTARIES ON LIVING. Second Series. From the Notebooks 

of J. Krishnamurti. Edited by D. Rajagopal. Gollancz, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 252 pages. 
It is not easy to classify this soothing and yet stimulating book. In some ways, it is like 
the case book of a psychiatrist; but the treatment of personal problems is intermingled 
with charming descriptions of nature and the activities of people and of animals. 
Krishnamurti emerges as one of the most engaging spiritual writers of our time, 
though his ‘message’ cannot easily be summarised. By creating an atmosphere rather 
than by presenting potted axioms, Krishnamurti and his editor have probably set 
about their task in the most effective way: they have addressed themselves to the 
imagination of the reader, to his subconscious rather than his conscious mind. This is 
a work of art, rather than an argument. (149°3) 


PSYCHOLOGY AS APPLIED TO NURSING. Andrew McGhie. 
Livingstone, 17s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 260 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Written by the Senior Clinical Psychologist, Glasgow Royal Mental Hospital, this is 
a most readable textbook designed to cover the syllabus in Psychology Applied to 
Nursing for the Certificate in General Nursing Preliminary Examination, and 
psychology as included in the Certificate in Mental Nursing. Those responsible for 
nurses’ training, health visitors and also those concerned with social welfare will find 
much that is useful and stimulating here. Opening with an account of the development 
of personality in successive stages of life from infancy to old age, the text then deals 
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with human motivation, the interaction of the individual with his environment and 
finally with group processes. (150) 


VISUAL PROBLEMS OF COLOUR. A Symposium held at the National 
Physical Laboratory on 23rd, 24th, 25th September 1957. 2 vols. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 42s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 760 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. Typewriter 
script. (National Physical Laboratory Symposia, No. 8) 

The proceedings of this symposium will be of interest to all physicists, physiologists, 

psychologists and biochemists who are concerned with colour and colour vision. The 

first section is devoted to a Selig Hecht Commemoration Lecture on ‘Retinal 
chemistry and the physiology of vision’, and this is followed by five sections dealing 
with (a) visual pigments, particularly in relation tocolour vision, (b) brightness matching 
and colour matching, (c) subjective colour measurement, temporal effects, defective 
colour vision, (d) clectro-physiological aspects of vision, particularly colour vision, and 
(ec) colour theories. Forty of the forty-one papers presented are reproduced together 
with contributions made by way of discussion. (152-1) 


INSIGHT. A Study of Human Understanding. Bernard J. F. Lonergan. 2nd 
edition. Longmans, 32s. 1958. 19 cm. 816 pages. Index. 
First published in 1957, this weighty volume is now reissued in a smaller, more 
convenient and cheaper format, and the Table of Contents has been enlarged to enable 
the reader more easily to find his way about. Revision of the text itself has been con- 
fined to a few lines. Students of Thomism, and those who wish to embark on that 
study, will find the book of absorbing interest. One may criticise an occasional 
heaviness of style and the employment of long words, but again and again the telling 
phrase sustains our interest. (153) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO WESTERN PHILOSOPHY. Russell 
Coleburt. Sheed & Ward, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author has had the good fortune to teach philosophy to beginners. His book grew 
out of his experience in the classroom, which is not the same as experience in the 
lecture hall. He seeks to maintain a compromise between the historical approach and 
the approach through analysis of traditional problems. As a Catholic, he is anxious to 
demonstrate the inadequacy of scepticism and materialism, but his book can be read 
by those unable to accept any revelation but that of reason. There is an interesting 
chapter on Logical Positivism and Existentialism and an appendix on Freewill and the 
Problem of Evil. (190)

RELIGION AND THE SCIENTIFIC OUTLOOK. T. R. Miles. 
Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 224 pages. Indexes. 
The author, a lecturer in philosophy in University College, Bangor, North Wales, 
considers how the challenge to religion presented by ‘logical positivism’ can be met. 
In this able and readable volume, he submits that (i) no important assertion about God 
is discredited by science, (ii) a conflict between science and religion need not arise, 
(iii) in speaking of God we must use the language of parable, and the ‘objective 
validity’ of such a parable is either a meaningless phrase or represents something totally 
unknown. Mr. Miles avoids the conflict between science and religion only by a major 
departure from religious orthodoxy. (215) 
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TEN YEARS OF DISCOVERY IN THE WILDERNESS OF 
JUDAEA. J. T. Milik. Translated from the French by J. Strugnell. $.C.M. Press, 
12s.6d. 1959. 21°5 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Plan. Bibliography. Indexes, 
Paper covers. (Studies in Biblical Theology, No. 26) 

Abbé Milik has been closely associated with the Dead Sea Scrolls both as an excavator 

of the caves and editor of the finds. This discussion is concentrated mainly on the 

Qumran manuscripts and settlement, but he draws on his first-hand knowledge of the 

discoveries at Murabba’at and elsewhere. After descriptions of the caves and their con- 

tents, the history, organisation and teaching of the Essenes and the importance of the 

Scrolls ranging from the eighth century B.c. to the tenth A.D. are discussed. All serious 

students of the subject will pay this learned and informative work the compliment of 

wishing it were longer. (221-4) 


THE PEOPLE OF THE OLD TESTAMENT. Peter R. Ackroyd. 
Christophers, 128.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

This is a useful introduction to the Old Testament. After brief sections on the Bible 

as a book and the geography of Palestine, it follows a chronological scheme, setting 

the history of Israel, phase by phase, against the imperial backgrounds. There are 
chapters on the ancient traditions and the Hebrew view of history. There are many 
biblical quotations and many good illustrations. Dr. Ackroyd, who is a lecturer in 
theology at Cambridge, writes clearly and presents the evidence fairly. His book will 
be welcomed by those who teach scripture in schools and Bible classes and by all who 
want a straightforward guide to the Old Testament. (221-95) 


CREATION AND FALL. A Theological Interpretation of Genesis 1-3. 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer. Translated from the German by John C. Fletcher, revised by 
the editorial staff of the S.C.M. Press. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1959. 21-5 cm. 96 pages. 
Paper covers. 

The author of Letters and Papers from Prison and other well-known works here offers a 

philosophical-theological meditation on the Hebrew ideas of the beginnings of things. 

It is not a commentary but a series of developing reflections on Genesis 1-3, seen 

always in the light of the life, death and resurrection of Jesus Christ. This is a stimu- 

lating though not a particularly easy book dealing with fundamental problems. It is 
based on university lectures delivered in Berlin in 1932. The translation has been 

carefully done. (222-11) 


THE BIBLE WAS RIGHT. New Light on the New Testament. Hugh J. 
Schonfield. Muller, 18s. 1959. 20 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. 
In this interesting and non-technical volume, the author relates the information 
gleaned by modern research and exploration to the New Testament writings with a 
view to establishing their reliability. He not only examines incidents in the Gospels, 
the Acts and some of the puzzles of ‘Revelation’, but paints a vivid picture of the 
social and religious background of the New Testament story. Although Dr. Schonfield 
sometimes fails to recognise the complexity of the issues raised by modern investi- 
gations, his book should confirm the faith of many in the historicity of the New 
Testament. (225) 


THE NEW TESTAMENT TEXT OF SAINT AMBROSE. R. W. 
Muncey. Cambridge University Press, 32s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 198 pages. Indexes. ( Texts 
and Studies. Second Series) 

The new series of texts and studies edited by Professor C. H. Dodd is indispensable to 
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students of the textual criticism of the New Testament and this study of the Ambrosian 
text which is a model of precise scholarship will be welcomed for the light it sheds on 
many abstruse problems. For determining the text of the New Testament, patristic 
quotations are of great importance and the works of St. Ambrose of Milan contain a 
large number of citations from the New Testament. The author reconstructs the text 
of the New Testament as quoted by Ambrose; compares the result with the Old 
Latin and Vulgate texts, and examines the underlying Greek text. A detailed intro- 
duction dealing with these questions, together with notes on syntax, vocabulary and 
some select quotations from the New Testament, is followed by the Latin text and the 
apparatus criticus. (225-5) 


THE JESUS OF ST. JOHN. Historical and Christological Studies in the 
Fourth Gospel. J. Ernest Davey. Lutterworth Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. 

The author, who is Principal of the Presbyterian College in Belfast, deals in this 

learned and stimulating work with some of the major questions raised by the study 

of St. John’s Gospel. He reviews the problem of the historicity of the Gospel, the 
temptations of Jesus, the Christology of John, particularly the Logos conception, the 
evangelist’s interpretation of the relation of Christ to the Father and the dogmatic 
implications of these enquiries. The discussion of the Johannine teaching about the 
dependence of Christ upon the Father is a specially valuable feature of this penetrating 
survey. (226-5) 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF PETER. A Commentary by 
Alan M. Stibbs. Introduction by Andrew F. Walls. Tyndale Press, 8s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 192 pages. (Tyndale New Testament Commentaries) 

This volume brings to the non-specialist reader a clear and constructive exposition of 

the message of I Peter. Critical questions relating to date, authorship, theological and 

literary affinities, the patterns of Christian teaching, the destination of the epistle are 
ably discussed in the Introduction and the exegesis of the text is illuminating and not 
unduly technical. The concluding chapter on the teaching of the epistle is an admirable 

summary. (227-92) 


THE DOCTRINE OF CREATION (CHURCH DOGMATICS. 
Vol. Il. Part I). Karl Barth. Translated from the German by J. W. Edwards, 
Rev. O. Bussey, Rev. Harold Knight. Edited by G. W. Bromiley and T. F. 
Torrance. T. & T. Clark (Edinburgh), 45s. 1959. 22 cm. 440 pages. Indexes. 

In this instalment of his massive and profound exposition of Church Dogmatics which 

now appears in an English translation, Barth deals with the problem of creation, and 

the treatment is marked by characteristic originality combined with richness of thought 
and expression. It is urged that creation and redemption are united in the one work of 
grace, for creation involves not simply the causing of something to exist but the quest 
of a distinct being who should share the divine life and glory. In the Incarnation of 

God in Christ, the significance of the work of the Creator and the response of the 

creature is manifested. The central portion of the book is devoted to an interpretation 

of the twin accounts of creation in Genesis 1 and 2, and the discussion of the issues 
raised by the conception of creation as the actualisation of divine grace is of first 

importance. (230) 


THE PARADISE TREE. Gerald Vann. Collins, 18s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 
320 pages. Index. 


Father Gerald Vann has written several books which deal with the mystery of things 
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and with ultimate realities. In The Paradise Tree he stresses humanity's longing for life, 
immortal or divine, and finds the same universal pattern running through folklore, 
fairy tales and dreams until it is fulfilled in the life of Christ. Having established the 
pattern, Father Vann works out these ideas more fully in considering the Command- 
ments, the Sacraments, and in particular the Mass. This is a spiritually enlightening 
and perceptive book. (230) 


THEOLOGICAL EXPLANATION. A Study of the Meaning and Means 
of Explaining in Science, History, and Theology, based upon the Stanton Lectures 
delivered in the University of Cambridge 1953-1956. G. F. Woods. Nisbet, 27s.6d. 
1958. 22 cm. 226 pages. 

Although this book is intended primarily for the theological student, it is pleasantly 

free from technical terms. If anything, it errs on the side of plainness. The author 

surveys the course of English theological thought from Clark and Paley to Lux Mundi 
and Essays Catholic and Critical, and from thence to Tennant, Oman, Farrer, Mascall 
and finally Barth and Bultmann. He stresses the importance of analogy in all thinking 
on ultimate questions, and he maintains that the kind of analogy which sheds most 
light upon theological explanation is that which is personal. His treatment of de- 
mythologising is particularly acute and his demonstration of its shortcomings con- 
vincing. (230) 


RISEN INDEED. Studies in the Lord’s Resurrection. G. D. Yarnold. 
Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 142 pages. Index. 
This book attempts to meet the complaint that there are too few books on the 
Resurrection. While critical problems are not neglected, the main aim of the author 
is to expound the Resurrection appearances recorded in the Gospels, the Ascension, 
the appearance to St. Paul and the risen life of the Body of Christ. Appendices deal 
with such issues as the Emmaus narrative and the Eucharist and the chronology of the 
Ascension. Preachers and teachers will be grateful for a fresh treatment of many 
familiar themes. (232-97) 


THE SERMONS AND DEVOTIONAL WRITINGS OF GERARD 
MANLEY HOPKINS. Edited by Christopher Devlin. Oxford University 
Press, 428. 1959. 22-5 cm. 384 pages. Frontispiece. Map. Indexes. 

Hopkins’ sermons were all written and preached within the first four years following 

his ordination. They were delivered at Oxford, Bedford Leigh—a small Lancashire 

town where Hopkins found his greatest happiness—and Liverpool. Although he never 
became a conspicuously successful preacher, several of these sermons are fine examples 
of a simple and eloquent prose. The devotional writings, in part a commentary on the 

Spiritual Exercises of St. Ignatius and in part private notes on his own spiritual con- 

dition, give several hints of the destructive conflict which raged between Hopkins’ 

creative impulse and the demands of his vocation. Fr. Devlin’s admirable commentary 

does much to illuminate Hopkins’ predicament. (242) 


THE GODLY AND THE UNGODLY. Essays on the Religious and 
Secular Dimensions of Modern Life. Reinhold Niebuhr. Faber, 21s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 
160 pages. Index. 

Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, of Union Theological Seminary, New York, here gathers 

together a number of recent essays dealing with some of the major problems of 

modern life, such as Russia and America, liberty and equality, Christians and Jews, 
justice to the American Negro. The two final contributions are devoted to a dis- 
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cussion of the yearning for perfection and the impulse towards community, and the 
mystery and meaning of life. While the author is sometimes more sure of his ground 
than the evidence warrants, he is certainly a stimulating thinker who spurns spurious 
simplicity and every form of sentimentality. (261) 


A THEOLOGY OF THE LAITY. Hulsean Lectures, 1958. Hendrik 
Kraemer. Lutterworth Press, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 192 pages. Index. 
Dr. Kraemer, a lay theologian of outstanding distinction, makes a powerful plea for 
the systematic consideration of the place and meaning of the laity inherent in the 
nature and calling of the Church and as complementary to the function of the ordained 
ministry. What is sought is not a theology for the laity but a theology of the laity. 
The first two chapters provide an historical review of the problem and the rest of the 
book is concerned with the structure of a theology of the laity together with the 
imperative tasks awaiting the effective mobilisation of lay resources. (262-1) 


APOSTOLIC LIFE. Being the English version of L’Apostolat. Translated 
from the French by Ronald Halstead. Blackfriars Publications, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 
214 pages. References. (Religious Life X 

This series is the result of a number of conferences held in Paris for the assistance of 

religious. The subject of this particular book is the apostolic life in all its aspects, 

Positive and practical, it should be a real help to Superiors and members of religious 

communities. (271°9) 


HINDUISM: Its Meaning for the Liberation of the Spirit. Swami Nikhilananda. 
Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1959. 22 cm. 190 pages. (World Perspectives, 13) 
There is always room for more simply-written expositions of one of the world’s 
greatest religious faiths, about which far too little is known in the West. Swami 
Nikhilananda, an Indian spiritual leader settled in the United States, has written a 
readable book which would repay the attention of students of the Western philo- 
sophical disciplines, not less than of budding Orientalists. They will not accept all its 
judgments and interpretations, but they will find it both informative and stimulating. 
Like the mysterious faith it secks, with success, to illuminate, the book needs to be 
approached, in its author’s words, ‘not in a spirit of carping criticism, but with respect 
and affection’. (2904's) 


JUDAISM: A Historical Presentation. Isidore Epstein. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1959. 
18 cm. 350 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
The erudite Principal of Jews’ College, London, has produced an introduction to 
Judaism which ranges from Abraham to the State of Israel. A third of the book is 
devoted to the biblical period, the rest to such topics as Talmudic Judaism, Jewish 
philosophy and mysticism, modern movements in Judaism, the Jewish State and 
Judaism. Obviously much has had to be omitted and much simplified, but Dr. Epstein, 
who accepts the traditional standpoint throughout, has selected wisely and written 
clearly. His readers, Christian as well as Jewish, will be grateful for this statement and 
assessment. (296)

BRAVE NEW WORLD REVISITED. Aldous Huxley. Chatto & Windus , 
12s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 164 pages. 


When Huxley’s novel Brave New World was published in 1931, many people dismissed 
it as a fantasy; but already, as Huxley pomts out, a number of its prophecies are 
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coming true. He considers how we may avoid the standardisation and regimentation 
towards which events are steadily pushing us, whether by means of force or subliminal 
suggestion. In particular, Huxley discusses the growth in world population and the 
improvement of techniques for controlling men’s minds. An eloquent, alarming and 
convincing plea to mankind to wake up before it is too late. (301) 


RELIGIOUS BEHAVIOUR. Michael Argyle. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 
25s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams. References. Indexes. (International Library of 
Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 

The author, Lecturer in Social Psychology at Oxford, has gathered the results of 

large-scale sociological and psychological studies (omitting individual case histories) 

of people in Britain and the United States who are effective members of a church. 

Factors such as sex, age, parents’ beliefs, social class, educational level, war experiences 

and some personality traits are examined for their association with religious practice. 

The bearing of the facts on theories of religion is briefly discussed. Slightly pedantic 

in manner the book is still a readable survey of the varied, if not very illuminating, 

facts now available about the members of churches. (301-4) 


TELEVISION AND THE CHILD. An Empirical Study of the Effect of 
Television on the Young. Hilde T. Himmelweit, A. N. Oppenheim and Pamela 
Vince. Oxford University Press for the Nuffield Foundation, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 
$40 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A survey was made in four English cities of children who regularly watched television 

in their own homes and of an equal number who did not. Additionally, a survey was 

made in a fifth city both before and after the building of a new transmitter made 
television available there. These surveys have provided extensive evidence of how 
much children view and what they view, and the effects of television on their values 
and outlook, their knowledge and school performance, their leisure and interests. 

The broad conclusions are that the effects are less than worried adults suppose and that 

addiction or otherwise to the medium bears little relation to social class but con- 

siderably more to children’s intelligence and home environment. The more intelligent 
the child the less he views. This detailed study is noteworthy as the first of its kind 

carried out in Britain. (301-43) 


WHITAKER’S ALMANACK, 1959. Whitaker, Library edition, leather 
bound with coloured maps, 35s. Complete edition, cloth bound, 18s.6d. Shorter 
edition, paper bound, 10s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 1224 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Full scope is given to the feats of scientific development for which 1958 will be 

memorable. Details are provided of the earth satellites launched, of the voyage of the 

Nautilus, and of Sir Vivian Fuchs’ crossing of the Antarctic continent. Separate articles 

are devoted to the new Federation of the West Indies and to the United Arab Republic. 

Information about the area and population, constitution, education, finance, produc- 

tion, industry and communication is given as usual for all countries, although the 

shorter edition omits detailed surveys except for Great Britain, and also the mis- 

cellaneous information concerning the arts, sport, societies, banking etc. (305)

THE GREAT POWERS. Essays in Twentieth Century Politics. Max 
Beloff. Allen & Unwin, 20s. 1959. 22 cm. 240 pages. Index. 

With one exception these fifteen essays by the Gladstone Professor of Government 
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and Public Administration in the University of Oxford have all been previously pub- 
lished. Nevertheless their republication is fully justified because they were scattered 
in periodicals which are not widely known and because they are here collected into 
three groups. The first deals with the problems facing the scholar when writing con- 
temporary history, the second with the problems of federal and international govern- 
ment and the third with the evolution of American foreign policy. The title of the 
collection is misleading because Professor Beloff has excluded his writings on Soviet 
Communism since he has little to add to the volumes he wrote earlier on the subject.

in each case with the historical development of the concept, she has considered the 
effect of each on the course of civilisation and on the ideology of the present day, 
leaving her reader with food for thought as to the logical outcome of the various

It is a very 
successful attempt to survey Australian political history, Parties and Institutions, the 
structure and functioning of State and Federal governments, public administration and 
local government, and external relations. The revisions made cover recent events, and 
new sections have been added to the preliminary chapter on the land and people, and 
there has been a considerable amount of rewriting. The author, who is now Professor 
of Politics in the University of Leicester, has produced something more than a digest 
of history, laws and statistics; he adds to the presentation of facts a vigorous style and 
some trenchant comments on certain aspects of the Australian political scene.

This study by the Senior Lecturer in Political Science in the University of Melbourne 
is concerned with the working of the Commonwealth, State and Local administration 
of Australia and explicitly rejects any attempt to give the historical background or to 
set the workings of government in the framework of social, religious and regional 
interests. Added to the marshalling of facts and figures, however, there are some very 
pungent comments on the Australian political scene, which he regards as “duller than 
at any time since the ’80’s’, and on the over-simplification of the bases of support of 
the political parties as presented by other writers on the subject. (320-994) 
FREEDOM CHOOSES SLAVERY. J. Freire d’Andrade. Allen & Unwin, 
1§S. 1959. 225 cm. 140 pages. Graphs. Bibliography. 
In this challenging book Mr. Andrade criticises the free peoples of the world as 


choosing to exercise their freedom in a way which inevitably subjects them to govern- 
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ment dictation, and which eventually emphasises the differences rather than the 
common interests between nations. He calls upon America and the leading European 
nations to reconsider their foreign policies in a firm endeavour to avoid war and inter- 
national economic chaos, arguing that in America in particular the loss of internal 
liberty is having serious repercussions on international life. Whatever the reader’s 
personal opinion, he will find this approach to world problems worth careful study.

INTRODUCTION TO THE WORLD ECONOMY. A. J. Brown. 
Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 212 pages. Index. 
Already well known as the author of Applied Economics and The Great Inflation 1939- 
1951, Professor Brown, who is Professor of Economics in the University of Leeds, 
writes in this book particularly for the student whose approach to economic affairs has 
been by the way of economic geography or economic history. Confining the theoreti- 
cal background to the essentials he helps the reader to a good general understanding 
of world economic conditions, and of the reasons why productivity, prices, forcign 
trade, and so on, differ between one region and another. In conclusion he discusses the 
need for international economic organisation. (330) 


ECONOMIC ASPECTS OF INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE. 
J. L. Hanson. Macdonald & Evans, 25s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 386 pages. Diagrams.

From the outset this book is likely to gain the interest of the young industrial and 

commercial students and other beginners in economics for whom it is intended. 

Dr. Hanson, who is Lecturer in Economics at the Huddersfield College of Technology 

and author of A Textbook of Economics, Economics for Students and other works, has an 

attractive method of presentation, and makes easy work of such matters as the planning 
of production and the organisation of business, the price mechanism, the problems of 
distribution and of money and banking, and the impact of the state. His approach is

Since the first publication of this standard work, in 1930, the population of New 

Zealand has grown and the country has gone through periods of both industrial 

development and depression. In revising it Professor Condliffe has carried the com- 

plete narrative to 1935, subsequent events having already been described in his book 

The Welfare State in New Zealand. The book is prescribed reading in the University of 

New Zealand, and will give students everywhere a clear understanding of the 

Dominion’s development from the days of the earliest European settlers, being based

of Western Europe, made while visiting the countries concerned, Russian practice was 
derived from a Unesco report, and is compared with that in the U.S.A. Valuable 
conclusions are drawn concerning treatment to encourage such scientists. The book is 
useful for reference.

The author of a standard British work, Diseases of Occupations, Dr. Hunter presents 
here, clearly and briefly, much information of interest to all concerned with industrial 
welfare, from works managers to industrial nurses, consultants and general prac- 
titioners, as well as to the layman. He supplies a neat outline of the history of industrial 
medicine, of the legislation affecting the work, and a guide to further reading. 
Dr. Hunter compresses much learning into the subsequent chapters upon accidents at 
work, industrial poisoning, and dust diseases, whose industrial and physical causes, 
prevention and treatment are summarised in a masterly manner.

costs of management, and the housing law and practice of Scotland and Northern 
ireland.

At the same time, it is a fuller 
economic and social account of the British boot and shoe industry than has hitherto 
been available, giving, in addition to accounts of wage negotiations and other union 
business, many interesting details of hand processes and of the effects of introducing 
machinery.

The second part defines the term ‘Commonwealth’, gives 
details of Prime Ministers’ Meetings and reproduces in full the grant of arms made 
to Ghana in March, 1957. Part three discusses the constitutional development and 
present constitutions of countries for which the Office is responsible and the fourth 
part consists of Oversea Service Regulations. Biographical notes on senior members 
of the staff bring the book to an end.

This concise, informative account of the machinery of negotiation in the British 
Civil Service explains the organisation of staff associations and Whitley councils and 
the official attitude to them and describes the possible forms of action in cases under 
dispute. Among the helpful appendices are lists of staff association journals and of 
nationally recognised associations, the texts of the constitution of the National 
Whitley Council and of the Civil Service Arbitration Agreement, the rules of 
procedure of the Civil Service Arbitration Tribunal and a draft constitution for a 
trade joint council in a government industrial establishment.

It is seldom that a regimental history can be predicted to have the wide circulation 
that this one will undoubtedly enjoy. Through the history of the Royal Tank Regi- 
ment is told the story of the development of British armour in war and peace. First 
introduced by Britain in 1916, the tank and its use was the centre of controversy 
during the years between the wars, with the gifted author of this book as one of the 
most far-sighted protagonists. Stimulating, forceful and, at times, rightly critical, he 
allows later events to prove many of his early theories of armoured warfare. As well 
as being an outstanding record of a young but famous regiment, it is a valuable and 
significant addition to military history as a whole. (358-18)

PENAL PRACTICE IN A CHANGING SOCIETY: Aspects of 
Future Development (England and Wales). Home Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 
2s.6d.

This is a most important statement of Government policy and is especially directed 
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to the development of those forms of penal treatment involving some form of 
detention and in particular to new proposals for dealing with young offenders. It 
surveys the problems of the prison system, prisoners’ work and earnings, the need 
for a large programme of new building and construction and the contribution to 
be made by the prison staffs. In a section on research, reference is made to plans for 
newly conceived research and for the establishment of an Institute of Criminology. 
The paper looks forward to the possibility of a fundamental re-examination of penal 
philosophy and suggests a reconsideration of the position of victims of crime.

This new journal, due to appear once a term, i.e., in November, February and June, 
promises to be of considerable value to educationists. The articles in the first number 
are on important topics—e.g., Intelligence Tests, Transition from Primary to 
Secondary Education, Teaching Children to Read. They are readable and clear yet 
assume that the teachers who will read them are intelligent and informed. —_ (370-78) 


SCHOOL BEFORE FIVE. Betty Willsher. Faber, 10s.6d. 1959. 21 cm.

Mrs. Willsher is a trained nursery school teacher who runs a nursery school in her 
home in St. Andrews, Scotland, but she addresses her book to ‘mothers of children 
of four and under’ rather than to members of the teaching profession. Her aim is to 
inform readers of the day-to-day routine of her school, as well as to discuss theories 
and ideas. The result is diverting as well as interesting, and will prove enlightening 
to parents who wonder what happens in a nursery school or who are uncertain about 
the value of school life to the very young.

CLASSICAL EDUCATION IN BRITAIN 1500-1900. M. L. Clarke.

The author, Professor of Latin at the University College of North Wales, presents 
us with an appropriately scholarly review of the study of Greek and Latin in Britain 
from the Renaissance to the present day. Taking us through first the grammar 
schools, then the universities, century by century, he tells us—with a wealth of 
detail which would appeal chiefly to lovers of the Graeco-Roman classics rather 
than to those whose education has been in other disciplines—what authors were 
read, how they were taught and by whom. Professor Clarke ends with a fair 
commentary on present-day discussions as to whether Graeco-Roman grammar and 
literature are relevant to our modern needs. For scholars abroad who want to under- 
stand the traditional part played by classical studies in Britain there could not be a 
better guide.

UNIVERSITIES IN BRITAIN. Sir James Duff. Longmans for the 

British Council,2s.6d. 1959.21 cm. 44 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
The Vice-Chancellor of the University of Durham has written a terse, informative 
and most readable account of the British university system. It is intended for overseas 
readers and especially for those who may themselves become members of British 
universities. He describes how Oxford and Cambridge, the four Scottish universities, 
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London and the civic universities came into being, and he makes clear their differing 
individualities consequent upon the time and circumstances of their foundation. He 
summarises their government, the number of students which they collectively 
educate, the sources of their income and its administration, their function of teaching 
and research, and the life of the students. In his final chapter he considers the future 
and the roles to be played by the ancient and modern universities. (378-42)

THE EASTLAND TRADE AND THE COMMON WEAL IN 
THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. R. W. K. Hinton. Cambridge 
University Press, 328.6d. 1959. 22°§ cm. 256 pages. Graphs. Index. 

This scholarly work, by a Fellow of Peterhouse, Cambridge, deals with the trade of 

English merchants with the Baltic sea ports and Scandinavia, with particular reference 

to the period from the great depression of 1620 to the decline of the power of the 

Eastland Company and the development of state control after 1660. Dr. Hinton 

skilfully relates the Eastland trade to English trade as a whole, and to the general 

movement from early mercantilism to a more strictly regulated trade policy, and 
supports his thesis with a well-chosen selection of documents concerning the Eastland 

Company and other original source material. (382-0942)

STAMPS AND SHIPS. James Watson. Faber, 12s.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 
142 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
An extremely useful guide for the thematic collector of stamps, and the subject, 
namely ships, is a deservedly popular one, both for the beginner and for those aiming 
at a large and comprchensive collection. Its appeal is not only to the philatelist, but 
also to the lover of ships. Each of the fifteen chapters is devoted to a type of craft, 
from those of ancient times to the modern liner, yacht and warship, and each has 
detailed references by country to the stamps issued in these various categories. The 
excellent index and the copious illustrations add greatly to the value of the text.

WORLD RAILWAYS 1958-59. A World-wide Survey of Railway 
Operation and Equipment. Edited and compiled by Henry Sampson. sth edition. 
Sampson Low’s “World Railways’, 105s. 1959. 32°5 cm. 370 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Maps. Indexes. 
Tabulated data is given of surface and underground railways, arranged by country, 
and there are illustrated articles on the larger systems. Brief illustrated notes are 
given on the builders of locomotives and rolling stock (some can be augmented by 
reference to advertisements) and there are a few short articles of general application. 
This is a valuable reference book, the compilation of which has involved much 
work.

THE EMERGENCE OF GERMAN AS A LITERARY LANGUAGE 
1700-1775. Eric A. Blackall. Cambridge University Press, 52s.6d. 1959. 22-5 cm. 
$§2 pages. References. Indexes. 


Professor Blackall traces the stages by which the German language, as a literary 
medium, emerged from the uncouth forms in which it was being handled at the end 
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of the 17th century and underwent the changes that transformed it into the flexible 
instrument that served Goethe and his contemporaries. The processes and influences 
by which it acquired increasing richness and subtlety are explained with remarkable 
lucidity and copiously illustrated from the original texts. This was a vital period in 
the evolution of modern German, and Professor Blackall, in fifteen chapters on the 
language of philosophy, on prose style and poetic language, and on the rational and 
emotional outlooks which were struggling for expression, has analysed and co- 
ordinated his material with masterly skill. German studies are here endowed with a 
new standard work.

STUDIES IN THE HISTORY AND METHODS OF THE 
SCIENCES. Arthur David Ritchie. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 
12s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 236 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Edinburgh 
University Publications: History, Philosophy and Economics) 

Professor Ritchie’s purpose in writing this book is to elaborate his views on the 

philosophy of science by taking selected topics from the history of science and some 

modern problems, and following up their implications. In doing so he lays about 
him with gusto and the supporters of philosophies which he dislikes must be prepared 
to dodge some shrewd blows. His own position is that theory, experiment and 
imagination are so inextricably blended in science that any philosophy based on one 
aspect to the exclusion of the others is false, and only fails to be dangerous because 
it is disregarded by working scientists. The writing is lively, witty and lucid. (sor) 


HISTORY AND PHILOSOPHY OF SCIENCE: An Introduction. 
L. W. H. Hull. Longmans, 25s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is a history of science with a difference. Intended principally for the student of 

the humanities (although the science student will also benefit from it), it gives an 

introduction to the basic concepts of science by outlining their development, pausing 
from time to time to consider the philosophical questions raised by the new advances 
in knowledge. Because of the approach, the practical aspects of science and its 
relations are not touched upon, while the subjects which are dealt with are chosen 
mainly for their philosophical and theoretical importance. To all intents and purposes 
the book finishes with the 19th century, and the reader must not expect an introduc- 
tion to the philosophy of science as the special discipline it has become in recent years. 
The author has produced a useful volume within the limits he has set himself. (509)

UNIVERSITY MATHEMATICS. A Textbook for Students of Science 
and Engineering. Joseph Blakey. 2nd edition. Blackie, 35s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
590 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
The second edition of a very successful comprehensive textbook of ancillary 
mathematics, for university students of science and engineering. The book is also 
suitable for the first year mathematics student and for scholarship candidates. It 
covers convergence and summation of series, calculus, determinants, analytical 
geometry of two and three dimensions, first and second order ordinary and 
elementary partial differential equations, and spherical trigonometry. There is a 
large number of examples (with answers) from London University science and 
engineering examinations in pure mathematics. (s10) 
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MATHEMATICS APPLIED TO ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING. 
A. G. Warren. 2nd edition, revised. Chapman & Hall, 70s. 1958. 22 cm. 480 pages. 
Diagrams. Index. (Monographs on Electrical Engineering, Vol. IX) 

A revised edition of a work which first appeared some nineteen years ago. Two of 

the chapters, on operational calculus and on Fourier analysis, have been completely 

rewritten, and one has been added on functions of a complex variable.

THE SLEEPWALKERS. A History of Man’s Changing Vision of the 
Universe. Arthur Koestler. Introduction by Herbert Butterfield. Hutchinson, 25s. 
1959. 21°5 cm. 624 pages. Diagrams. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Koestler has always been passionately concerned with the problems of universal 
order and in particular with the relationship between religious and scientific thought. 
Here he attempts to trace the thought-processes of some of the pioneers who have 
shaped man’s conception of cosmology, beginning with Babylon and proceeding 
through Pythagoras and Aristarchus to the 17th ceatury. He devotes his main 
attention to the figures of Galileo, Copernicus, Tycho Brahe and Kepler, especially 
the last-named, who has been curiously neglected by English writers. One of his 
principal objects is to demonstrate how the most powerful scientific thinkers have 
been unable to distinguish what was truly original in their discoveries from an 
obsolete intellectual framework. He tends to underestimate the capacity of present- 
day organised science to check the errors of the individual, but taken as a whole his 
book is a model of powerful and lucid exposition. (520°9) 


ELECTROMAGNETIC PHENOMENA IN COSMICAL PHYSICS. 
International Astronomical Union Symposium No. 6 held in Stockholm, August 
1956. Edited by B. Lehnert. Printed with financial assistance from Unesco. 
Cambridge University Press, $0s. 1958. 25 cm. $60 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
References. Indexes. 

A collection of 56 papers presented at the symposium, together with discussions. 

Many of the papers are highly mathematical, four are in German and two are given 

in abstract only. The symposium covered theoretical and experimental studies of 

the motions of conglomerations of electrically charged particles in magnetic fields 
and the application of the results to observed cosmic phenomena such as sunspots, 
stellar and interplanetary magnetism, and magnetic storms. As the authors are the 
world’s leading workers in these fields the papers give an authoritative survey of the 
state of research in 1956. (523-1)

SCIENCE FOR COALMINING STUDENTS. H. Morton and D. S. 
Morton. 2nd edition. Technical Press, 15s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 

The book deals with elementary aspects of hydrostatics, mechanics, heat, light, 

electricity, and chemistry as related to the technology of mining. The illustrations 

are simple, clear, and plentiful; the text is concise and a large number of worked 

examples is provided. The book is of value to students in the preliminary grades of 

coal mining courses or to students taking a general mining course leading to the 

Colliery Deputies Certificate. (530) 
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THE STRUCTURE AND PROPERTIES OF POROUS 
MATERIALS. Proceedings of the tenth symposium of the Colston 
Research Society held in the University of Bristol, March 24th-March 27th, 
1958. Edited by D. H. Everett and F. S. Stone. Butterworth, 60s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 
404 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. (Colston Papers, Vol. X) 

This volume presents all the papers given, together with discussion (tape recorded), 

by members of the symposium invited from ten countries. The discussion occupies 

about half the book and contains details of work not previously published. The 
papers review fundamental research on the structure of porous crystals, gels and 
carbons; the behaviour of porous systems; the nature of porous structures important 
to paper and building technology and illustrations of the significance of porosity in 
systems of organic origin. (531-7) 


STUDIES IN GEOMETRICAL OPTICS. A. Pitchford. Macdonald, 
328.6d. 1959. 22°5 cm. 230 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
A very useful textbook for students taking physics to Advanced and to Scholarship 
level in the General Certificate of Education, and also for those preparing for the 
diploma examinations of the British Optical Association or of the Worshipful 
Company of Spectacle Makers. Most of the text deals with the theory of thin and 
thick lenses and includes the Seidel and chromatic aberrations; the sign convention 
used is the ‘New Cartesian’. There is a good selection of worked examples, also 
more than one hundred problems (with answers) for the student to tackle. —_ (535-3) 


CONDUCTION OF HEAT IN SOLIDS. H. S. Carslaw and J. C. 
Jaeger. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 84s. 1959. 24°5 cm. $20 pages. 
Diagrams. Index. 

A revision, expansion and extension of a classic work which first appeared in 1946. 

The original plan is preserved; treatment is first in terms of Fourier mathematics, 

and then the Laplace transform is introduced and applied. Two new chapters are 

introduced on integral transform notation and numerical methods, the latter for 
desk calculation rather than automatic computing. Many new results have been 
added throughout the text, discussion has been expanded, and references are almost 

doubled. A worthy revision of a standard work. (536-23) 


ELECTRON PHYSICS AND TECHNOLOGY. p2 Thomson and 
E. B. B. Callick. English Universities Press, sos. 1959. 22-5 cm. $42 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Physical Science Texts) 

A textbook for students of physics and electrical engineering, giving an integrated 

account of the basic principles of electron physics. Topics covered are free and bound 

electrons, electronic devices employing space charge variation, electron inertia, 
microwave devices, special purpose tubes, and materials and construction. The 
coverage is wide and sufficiently detailed for students up to Honours degree standard. 

Mathematics is kept to a minimum, the book is mainly descriptive, well illustrated, 

and up to date. A good sound book. (537°5) 


OPTICAL PROPERTIES OF SEMI-CONDUCTORS. T. S. Moss. 
Butterworth, 50s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 290 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This new book, written by a recognised authority on semi-conductors, is primarily 
intended for the experimental research physicist. It is up to date, clearly written and 
contains an excellent reference list and author index for more than 600 references. 
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The opening chapters develop the theory of the optical properties of solids, including 
absorption by valence band electrons, free carriers and impurities, dispersion and 
magneto-optical effects and all internal photo-effects. Nearly two thirds of the book 
deals with the properties of the most interesting semi-conductors including Group IV 
and Group VI elements, intermetallic compounds of Groups III and V and chalco- 
genides of lead, zinc and cadmium. (537-622) 


THE MAGNETO-IONIC THEORY AND ITS APPLICATIONS 
TO THE IONOSPHERE. J. A. Ratcliffe. Cambridge University Press, 
40S. 1959. 22 cm. 218 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Ratcliffe is a Reader in Physics in the University of Cambridge and has been 

associated for many years with work on ionospheric problems. Much of the book is 

based on published papers which are referred to in an extensive bibliography but 
about one-quarter has not previously been published. The book is divided into four 
parts, the first dealing with the derivation of the equations, the second with the 
interpretation, the third with their application to the terrestrial ionosphere, and the 
fourth with additional considerations such as the Lorentz Term. The parts of the book 
which are new are indicated in the introduction and the author states that as these 
have not previously been submitted to public criticism the reader should accept them 
with caution. (538-767) 


CERENKOV RADIATION AND ITS APPLICATIONS. 
J. V. Jelley. Pergamon Press for the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, 65s. 
1958. 22 cm. 314 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Jelley has contributed greatly to the subject matter which he discusses and his 

enthusiasm is strongly reflected in these pages. The approach is that of an experi- 

mentalist and, excepting two chapters on theory, the book presents few difficulties 
to the non-mathematical reader. It will be of interest to physicists—both students 
and research workers—and to those concerned in the design of detectors for high 
energy particles and radiation. Following a short historical introduction, the basic 
phenomenon is explained briefly in a general manner and then its theoretical 
interpretation is presented in some detail. There is a short but very informative 
chapter on photomultipliers followed by a detailed discussion of Cerenkov counters, 
their design, their merits and limitations. Gas counters are briefly treatted. Cerenkov 
radiation in the atmosphere and a variety of possible applications complete the text, 
barring some useful appendices and a very full bibliography. (539°7)

SURFACE PHENOMENA IN CHEMISTRY AND BIOLOGY. 
Edited by J. F. Danielli, K. G. A. Pankhurst and A. C. Riddiford. Pergamon Press, 
63s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 330 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Edited by three eminent authorities, this book consists of a series of papers compiled 
by the principal workers in the fields of surface phenomena in chemistry and biology, 
to honour Professor N. K. Adam on his retirement from the chair of chemistry in 
the University of Southampton. After a preliminary survey of the work done on the 
science of soaps during 1917-1957, the book goes on to cover a wide and varied 
range of topics including hydrogen bonding in surface films, monolayer studies of 
tanning reactions, surface phenomena and the study of the absorption of fat from the 
small intestine. This excellent work is indeed a worthy tribute to the eminent 
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scientist and will be of great interest to chemical and biological students and active 
research workers concerned with surface phenomena. (541-3453) 


ANALYTICAL CHEMISTRY: Some New Techniques. A. G. Jones. 
Butterworth, 40s. 1959. 22 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The author has selected eight topics of interest to the analyst, and has reviewed 
progress in these fields from 1950 to 1957. His clear presentation, however, makes the 
book of interest not only to the specialist but to any chemist who has occasion to 
find his way through the thickets of these techniques. The subjects dealt with are 
flame photometry, differential photometry, gas chromatography, ion exchange 
resins, acid-base titrations in non-aqueous media, coulometric titrations, differential 
refractometry, oxygen and hydrogen in metals. The book is very well produced but 
would be even better with a more adequate index. (543) 


STERIC EFFECTS IN CONJUGATED SYSTEMS. Proceedings of a 
symposium held at the University, Hull, 15-17 July, 1958. Edited by G. W. Gray 
for the Chemical Society. Butterworth, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 190 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. : : 

This book collects fifteen papers presented at the symposium. Most of them deal 

with the physical (especially spectroscopic) and chemical effects produced in aromatic 

compounds by substituents or structural features which tend towards a ‘conjugated’ 

rather than purely ‘aromatic’ structure, especially in substituted diphenyls, di- 

hydrophenanthrene, triphenylmethane, cyanine dyes and others. The papers, which 

are authoritative, deal often fully with the theory appertaining to the remarkable 
effects. The editor has been very successful in limiting the account of discussion of 
the papers to what is relevant. Documentation is good but there are no indexes. The 
book can be strongly recommended to research workers and students in organic 
chemistry who require information about this fascinating topic. (547)

GEMSTONES. G. F. Herbert Smith. 13th edition. Revised by F. C. Phillips. 
Methuen, 50s. 1958. 22-5 cm. $60 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In his revision of Dr. Herbert Smith’s book, F. C. Phillips, of the University of 

Bristol, has omitted small sections and condensed others to make way for new work 

on the polarizing microscope, and formation of gemstones. The bibliography has 

been brought up to date and the section describing gemstones has been regrouped 

to facilitate easy reference. The volume contains considerable detail and a SA 

on crystallography in general, and the stones in particular, which will be of use an 

students, craftsmen, and specialists.

EARTH’S ENVELOPE. Theo Lébsack. Translated from the German 
by E. L. and D. Rewald. Collins, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

The author combines a wide grasp of atmospheric phenomena with the ability to 

relate them in an interesting fashion. With the exception of a few technical mistakes 

or ambiguities, he supplies a good description of the physical atmosphere, and even 

introduces chapters on the atmospheres of other planets and on gravitational effects 

near the earth. (551-5) 
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UPPER AIR TEMPERATURE OVER THE WORLD. N. Goldie, 
G. Moore and E. E. Austin. H.M. Stationery Office for the Air Ministry: 
Meteorological Office, 30s. 1958. 28 cm. 228 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. 
Mainly a set of 78 maps showing average temperature and standard deviation of 
temperature over the world at six levels up to 100 mb. in four mid-season months, 
average temperature and pressure at the tropopause in the same months, and minimum 
temperatures in the upper troposphere and lower stratosphere. These are preceded 
by a 47-page discussion and explanation. The charts are based on radiosonde 
observations made from 1941 to 1952, with some pre-war and some aircraft 
observations. The authors are well known climatologists. (551°525) 


GEOLOGICAL ASPECTS OF MINING. John Sinclair. Pitman, 0s. 
1958. 22-5 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. References. Index. 
The first ten chapters are concerned with elementary geology with particular 
reference to the geology of the British coal fields. Then follow five chapters covering 
prospecting, boring, and shaft sinking. The chapters on geology form an interesting 
and concise introduction to the subject. The illustrations are clear and adequate in 
number. The latter chapters give only brief accounts of the practices which are 
considered by the author (Professor of Mining, University College, Cardiff) to be 
allied to the science of geology. (553°2)

TRIBAL COHESION IN A MONEY ECONOMY. A Study of the 
Mambwe People of Northern Rhodesia. William Watson. Manchester University 
Press (Manchester) for the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute (Northern Rhodesia), 30s. 
1959. 22 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Using data gathered in a lengthy field investigation, a professional anthropologist 

seeks to show that, in contrast with views commonly held by officials and employers, 

the industrialisation of Central Africa has not destroyed the cohesion of tribal society. 

Although many Mambwe leave home periodically to work in mines and factories, 

they still depend on farming for much of their livelihood. Consequently chiefs and 

headmen, who control the allocation of land, remain the unquestioned leaders of the 
community. The book contains much detailed and well-presented evidence to 
substantiate the argument. It also provides a very good general account of con- 
temporary village life and tribal politics, the many case-histories being an especially 
valuable feature. ($72-96894) 


THE ORIGIN OF MAN. Nicolas Corte. Translated from the French by 
Eric Earnshaw Smith. Burns, Oates, 7s.6d. 1959. 19-5 cm. 144 pages. Bibliography. 
(Faith and Fact Books) 

The author, who writes under a pseudonym, is described as being a well-known 

priest and theologian. He is also an historian and an anthropologist. His aim in this 

book is to assess, from the Catholic angle, the value of myth and scientific theory 
about the origin of mankind. Into a small space he compresses an immense amount of 
detail. Surveying the cosmogonies of every important civilisation, he concludes by 
expounding the Christian teaching on the world and man. It is important to stress 
that the book can be read with profit by those unable to accept the author’s creed; 
for what is here demonstrated is that the problem of man’s origin is still a matter of 
scientific controversy. (573°2)

THE HISTORY OF BIOLOGY: AN INTRODUCTION. F. S. 
Bodenheimer. William Dawson, 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 466 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 
This work is intended for the use of teachers of science having to give lectures in 
history. The first part of the book is devoted to: a study of the relationship between 
the history of science and other branches of culture such as sociology, economic 
development, religion and the humanities; and a simple introduction to bibliography. 
A short history of biology from antiquity to the present day forms the second part, 
and the final and largest section of the work is a source book composed of paragraphs 
from 130 authors, beginning with translations of the medical papyri and ending 
with a quotation from a 20th century work on genetics. Professor Bodenheimer’s 
scholarly work will serve not only its intended purpose but also as a source book for 
all students of the history of science and medicine. (574:09) 


INSIDE THE LIVING CELL. Some Secrets of Life. J. A. V. Butler. 
Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 174 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 

If not a ‘popular’ book on this complex subject, this volume is a fascinating and lucid 

one, which will prove immensely interesting to laymen who have any scientific 

background, to students of medicine and science, and to scientists working in other 
fields. With its guide to further reading, it will prove a useful addition to public 
libraries, and to school and college libraries. The Professor of Physical Chemistry, 

Institute of Cancer Research, London, with the aid of some excellent microphoto- 

graphs, explains current views on the composition of the cell, the effects of radiations, 

viruses, cancer cells, and key cells in the animal organism, such as those in muscles, 
nerves and brain, how actions are performed, and on ageing and death. (74°87) 


CELL AND TISSUE CULTURE. John Paul. Livingstone, 30s. 1959. 
22 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
The aim of this textbook is to give a comprehensive, up-to-date account of the 
whole subject, with its historical background, but to pay most attention to standard 
techniques. After dealing with the principles of cell culture, Dr. Paul discusses the 
preparation of apparatus and materials, and the design and equipment of the 
laboratory. Five chapters follow on special techniques, including the preservation, 
storage and transplantation of living tissues and cells. Finally there are three chapters 
on special applications of cell and tissue culture methods, morphological studies; 
quantitative studies; and virology and host-parasite relationships. This essentially 

practical, yet scientific, study includes bibliographies giving full titles of key papers.

DARWIN’S CENTURY. Evolution and the Men who Discovered it. 
Loren Eiseley. Gollancz, 21s. 1959. 20 cm. 398 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
We have had many books recently on Darwin and evolution to celebrate the 
enunciation of the theory in 1858. Dr. Eiseley has now produced something different 
from these by giving a history of the theories of evolution, and throwing fresh light 
on the circumstances leading up to Darwin’s own theory. In doing this he tells us 
many interesting things about the predecessors and contemporaries of Darwin who 
stand in some danger of being completely forgotten these days. The author has read 
very widely in the originals, and his scholarship and grasp of historical perspective 








will satisfy the scientist, but he also writes in a lively and engaging style which gives 
the book a strong popular appeal. ($7501)

REVIEW OF INDUSTRIAL MICROBIOLOGY IN BRITISH 
COMMONWEALTH COUNTRIES. G. A. Ledingham and A. C. 
Blackwood. H.M. Stationery Office, 10s. 1959. 24 cm. 164 pages. Bibliography. 
Typescript. 
This book is the result of a conference held in 1952, and in compiling it the authors, 
both of the National Research Council of Canada, had the co-operation of a wide 
range of public and private research organisations. They summarise briefly the 
present position as regards research, development and application, though details of 
the latter are unfortunately not presented. Topics discussed include industrial 
chemicals, pharmaceuticals, and antibiotics, enzymes, applications in the food and 
feeding stuff industry, and preservation from bacterial and fungal attack. Suggestions 
for further work by many prominent research workers are presented. Two appendices 
give firstly research centres, their senior personnel and their research interests and 
secondly a selected bibliography of publications of the last 10-15 years. (576)

NUTRITION OF THE LEGUMES. Proceedings of the University of 
Nottingham Fifth Easter School in Agricultural Science, 1958. Edited by 
E .G. Hallsworth. Butterworth, 55s. 1958. 22 cm. 370 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Indexes. 
A collection of 25 papers, with subsequent discussion, read at Nottingham University 
by agricultural scientists with experience of both temperate and tropical conditions. 
It deals chiefly with all aspects of leguminous root-nodules and nitrogen-fixation, 
but also summarises recent work on the role of molybdenum, aluminium, copper, 
manganese, calcium, phosphorus, iron and other elements and on N-fixing root- 
nodules in non-leguminous plants. Accounts of the classification of the leguminosae 
and of their role in farm ecology are also given. The volume should be most valuable 
to all agricultural scientists. (583-32)

ENCOUNTERS WITH ANIMALS. Gerald Durrell. Hart-Davis, 16s. 
1958. 22 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations by Ralph Thompson. 
Mr. Durrell is by now well known both as a skilled collector of rare fauna and as a 
delightful raconteur of his adventures. In this book he recalls at random from his 
various assignments some of the stranger creatures he has reared from babyhood or 
kept fully grown and the equally unusual individuals who have helped him to find 
them; his pets have included an ant-eater, a scorpion and a herd of baby deer. The 
stories from his expeditions to Africa and South America are charmingly told and 
are much enhanced by Mr. Ralph Thompson’s drawings. (sors) 


THE ARK IN OUR MIDST. The Story of the Introduced Animals of 
Britain: Birds, Beasts, Reptiles, Amphibians, Fishes. R. S. R. Fitter. Collins, 18s. 
1959. 20°5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

About fifty species of introduced vertebrates are living and breeding at large in 

Britain. Mr. Fitter, a well-known naturalist, has made a comprehensive survey of 

the introduction of vertebrates into Britain, of their subsequent spread (or extinction) 

and of their present status. The motives for many of the introductions, and possible 
reasons for only certain animals becoming established, are discussed. This book, 
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with its fine series of photographs, will interest general readers of enquiring mind 
as well as naturalists and biologists concerned with population problems which arise 
when animals are put into ‘wrong’ environments. (591-942)

PRACTICAL NOTES ON NURSING PROCEDURES. Jessie D. 

Britten. 2nd edition. Livingstone, 15s. 1959. 22 cm. 204 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

An Examiner to the General Nursing Council for England and Wales, Miss Britten 
has made minor alterations in these comprehensive and detailed practical notes to 
bring them up to date and has added such new procedures as hypothermia and the 
use of radioactive isotopes. Extremely useful to nurses in training and to trained 
nurses for quick reference, the material is specially well presented in synopsis form 
and assembled under clearly headed paragraphs. The line drawings, illustrating 
methods and equipment, to which there are some additions, are admirable in their 
simplicity and clarity. (610-73) 


MODERN MEDICAL DISCOVERIES. J. G. Thwaites. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The Assistant Editor of the British Medical Journal deals with advances which have 
taken place from 1914 until the present time, only looking to the past when necessary 
for the sake of proper perspective. The first three chapters are devoted to the 
aetiology, prevention and treatment of infectious diseases. Then follow chapters on 
cancer, hormones, blood, radiology, radioactive isotopes and radiation hazards, 
anaesthesia, including references to relaxants, ganglion-blocking drugs and hypo- 
thermia. The final chapter on surgery gives, amongst other things, information on 
advances in plastic surgery, corneal grafts, vascular prostheses, heart surgery and the 
development of the Melrose Oxygenator. Dr. Thwaites intends his book for school- 
leavers but it should also appeal to the laymen who seek to understand the function 
and dysfunction of the human body. (610-904) 


STUDIES ON FERTILITY. Including Papers read at the Conference 
of the Society for the Study of Fertility, London, 1958. Being Volume X of the 
Proceedings of the Society. Edited by R. G. Harrison. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 186 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Papers, of which there are sixteen in this annual volume, may include contributions 

not presented at the conference and their authorship is not limited to members of 

the Society. Their subjects, grouped by sex under the headings of human fertility 
and fertility in the experimental animal, have a clinical or a fundamental bias, and 
are of interest to clinicians as well as to investigators in the biological and veterinary 
fields. Noteworthy in this collection are papers on the new oral progestogens: one 
the Second Oliver Bird Lecture by Geoffrey Pincus and the other an interim report 
recording clinical observations by M. C. N. Jackson. There are also studies of the 
relation of nasopharyngeal infection and of psychogenic factors to infertility.

THE HISTORY AND PHILOSOPHY OF KNOWLEDGE OF 
THE BRAIN AND ITS FUNCTIONS. An Anglo-American Symposium, 
London, July 1sth-17th, 1957.

The Wellcome Historical Medical Library organised this symposium as an historical 











introduction to the first International Congress on Neurological Sciences, and its 
Librarian, Dr. Poynter, has now edited the papers and discussions in this admirably 
produced, low-priced volume. The contributors consist of a number of eminent 
United States and British neurologists, including two from the Commonwealth. 
The papers and discussions together form an invaluable survey of our knowledge of 
the functions of the brain from classical antiquity to the present time. The work 
concludes with a valedictory address by Sir Henry Dale on Anglo-American co- 
operation in medicine and science.

movement’, an indeterminate body of serious-minded people in various walks of 

life who maintain that the basis of positive health is wholesome food—from both 
plant and animal sources—raised from biologically fertile soil. The main argument 
is that a greater incidence of degenerative disease can be directly associated with the 
indiscriminate use of chemical fertilizers (and similar practices) by the producer, and 
with methods employed in modern food processing. There is serious food for thought 
here, and it is to be hoped Mr. Jenks’s book enjoys a wide readership. (613-2) 


CAN MAN BE MODIFIED: Jean Rostand. Translated from the French by 
Jonathan Griffin. Secker & Warburg, 10s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 106 pages. 
Jean Rostand is an eminent French biologist who has seen, during his lifetime, the 
science of biology develop into a major science. In clear, non-technical language his 
book shows how man has already been modified by scientific advances in his 
traditions and capacities and indicates the terrifying changes which may soon be 
possible. Drugs, operations and hormone treatments may modify the individual; 
eugenic selection or controlled mutation may change the race. Is the development of 
a race of supermen desirable? What will happen to ‘ordinary’ man if such a new type 
arises? The question now seems to be not “Can man be modified?’ but ‘Should he be?’ 
A thoughtful book which should interest any educated person. (613-94)

The Professor of Pharmacology, Oxford University, originally published these 
Lecture Notes for medical students attending a course of forty-two lectures on 
theoretical aspects and later supplemented them by a working manual, Practical 
Pharmacology. These two short volumes have proved their worth in meeting the 
requirements of undergraduate curricula in pharmacology in many countries. Again 
revised, the Lecture Notes, which cover malaria and other tropical infections, give 
brief, clear and up-to-date notes on the properties and uses of substances.

acteriology in the study of the aetiology and pathogenesis of disease. Very broadly, 
the text proceeds from chapters on pathological processes to general chapters on 
bacteriology and immunity, chemotherapy and antibiotics. Chapters on specific 
bacteria and viruses follow with accounts of the diagnosis, pathology, and prevention 
of the diseases of which they are the causative agents. Finally, Dr. Bishton outlines 

essential knowledge of blood pathology and tumours. (616-07)

The Emeritus Professor of Cardiology, Manchester University, has produced a 

very readable account of the principles of heart disease in which he has dealt briefly 

and competently with the physiological background. As it is intended for the general 
practitioner and the prospective practitioner nearing the end of his training, the 
diseases discussed are for the most part those most frequently encountered, which he 
should be able to treat. General chapters are included on the clinical approach, the 
principles of diagnosis, treatment and prognosis, and the normal heart, besides those 
on specific common diseases, paying special attention to diagnosis and treatment. 
These are illustrated from Professor Bramwell’s own case histories, accompanied by 
X-rays and electrocardiographs. (616-12)

From the Social Medicine Research Unit, Medical Research Council, these 

investigations by a team consisting of a psychiatrist, a clinical psychologist and a 

psychiatric social worker are based upon 32 male patients aged between 16 and 25 

attending London hospitals during one year, and 32 male controls of the same age. 

The result is a study useful to general practitioners and physicians whose concern is 

the treatment of such patients, and also to investigators in the psychosomatic field. 

For the latter it outlines the method to be followed in similar researches and offers 

much valuable information regarding urban family life, and to the clinicians the 

findings suggest the fundamental causes of the illness and the guidance most likely to 

help dyspeptic patients. (616-3453)

it to general practitioners. The Physician for Diseases of the Skin, St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, London, has retained the textbook’s character in an extensive revision, in 
the course of which he has introduced alterations into many sections, and new 
paragraphs on such subjects as streptomycin eruptions, cross-sensitization, nickel 
dermatitis and skin planing. The chapter on syphilis, rewritten by C. S. Nicol, has 
been re-illustrated.

principles, methods and effects of radiotherapy, and personal protection from ionising 
radiations. Advances in treatment are incorporated throughout the text, the chapters 
on the thyroid and ductless glands, stomach and liver have been rewritten, and the 
biographical notes brought up to date.

The high capital cost of nuclear power plant makes it desirable that the associated 

steam-raising plant should run at as high an efficiency as possible and thus obtain the 

highest possible power output for a given nuclear heat input. This monograph 
explains, at a fairly elementary level, the various considerations involved in the 
selection of steam cycles for nuclear power plant, particularly of the gas-cooled, 
graphite-moderated type. The author was himself concerned with the steam-cycle 
analysis associated with the Calder Hall reactors and his practical approach to the 
subject will recommend itself to all steam engineers. (621-481) 


NUCLEAR REACTOR SHIELDING. J. R. Harrison. Temple Press, 
10s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 76 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Nuclear Engineering 
Monographs, No. IV) 

This book explains the principles underlying the design of shielding for atomic 

reactors, neutron sources, etc., on an introductory level suitable for the student 

interested in this subject without specialising in it. The subject matter is complex 
on account of the numerous different types of interaction which have to be taken 
into account, and important in view of the need of adequate shielding which is at the 
same time economical. Following a brief discussion of principles involved and of 
units, the interaction of y-radiation and shielding materials is considered. There 
follows a discussion of neutrons and their interaction with shielding materials. The 
different methods by which this interaction is assessed are discussed and finally design 
methods, shielding materials, and some special cases are considered. (621-4832) 


CHEMICAL PROCESSING OF NUCLEAR FUELS. F. S. Martin 


and G. L. Miles. Butterworth, 40s. 1958. 22 cm. 252 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography.

This book is primarily concerned with the problems of chemical processing of nuclear 
fuels after irradiation in the reactor, and contains a great deal of information hitherto 
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available only in journals and technical reports. The authors, who have had consider- 
able experience of the processes and methods described, have drawn freely on papers 
presented at the first International Conference on the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy 
held at Geneva in 1955. The emphasis throughout is on the principles of fuel processing 
rather than the chemical technology and plant, and the book is intended for science 
and engineering graduates who have already acquired some knowledge of nuclear 
reactor principles and practice. (621-4833) 


NUCLEAR REACTOR CONTROL AND INSTRUMENTATION. 
J. H. Bowen and E. F. O. Masters. Temple Press, 12s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 88 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Nuclear Engineering Monographs, No. V) 

The authors of this volume for the non-specialist student have concentrated a great 

deal of basic information into the book’s brief length. Their treatment is authoritative 

and concise. The book deals with the control characteristics of the gas-cooled graphite- 
moderated nuclear reactor (e.g. the Calder Hall type) and its instrumentation. The 
mode of operation and kinetics of such reactors are discussed and the value of the 
analogue computer in following the kinetics is explained. The nature and effect of 
changes in reactivity and cooling rate problems are discussed. There is a very instruc- 
tive chapter giving some worked examples. Finally there are two chapters on control 
rod design and operation and on instrumentation. (621-4835)

THE BIRTH OF THE STEAMBOAT. H. Philip Spratt. Griffin, 28s. 
1959. 20 cm. 150 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The author, Deputy Keeper of the Department of Transport and Mining of the 
Science Museum, London, has performed a very useful service in preparing this mono- 
graph. Although it deals only with about twenty ships, covering the period 1775 to 
1822, it includes a bibliography of 390 items, which indicates the thoroughness of the 
author’s researches. The book is a valuable contribution to the history of shipbuilding ; 
it records some early work that had been overlooked and removes some misconcep- 
tions. The index is particularly well done. (623-823)

THE POTENTIAL THEORY OF UNSTEADY SUPERSONIC 
FLOW. John W. Miles. Cambridge University Press, 45s. 1959. 22 cm. 232 pages.

Mathematics) 

This book is an advanced treatise on aerodynamics. It surveys aerodynamic phenomena 

under conditions of supersonic flow. A theoretical investigation is made of the forces 

that act on a thin aircraft wing when subject to unstable conditions in supersonic flight. 

This monograph calculates and predicts and then gives a theoretical solution to the 

problems that arise when an aerofoil section travels through unsteady air at a speed 

exceeding the speed of sound. The author may be regarded as an authority on aero- 

dynamics.

JANE’S ALL THE WORLD’S AIRCRAFT, 1958-59. Compiled and 
edited by Leonard Bridgman. Sampson Low, 105s. 1959. Obl. 32-5 cm. $54 pages.

‘Jane’s Aircraft’ is entering its fiftieth year and has grown up with aviation since its 

infancy. In the present volume additional information exceeds deletion of obsolescent 

material by forty-four pages and the omnibus index includes every aircraft and engine 
described in the previous ten editions. The aeroplane section takes up about two-thirds 
and nearly half the illustrations are fresh. Guided missiles and test vehicles are presented 
in photograph-and-text form for the first time, and the seventy-three illustrations are 
all new. Acro-engines are arranged in two parts—gas-turbine and piston—and the 
remaining sections cover aircraft markings, international civil organisations and air- 
lines, and airships. The work still stands supreme as an essential reference book of 
aviation development and progress.

Much of the subject matter has, 

of course, universal application, but the book’s chief appeal to readers in countries 

other than Australia will probably lie in its wealth of local experimental data—soil and 

crop technicians in particular should find much to interest them. Nearly 150 tables and 

a useful range of photographs support the text.

GENETICS TO 1955: Rubus and Ribes, a Survey. R. L. Knight and 
Elizabeth Keep. Commonwealth Agricultural Bureaux (Farnham Royal, Bucks), 45s. 
1958. 22 cm. 258 pages. Frontispiece. Index. (Commonwealth Bureau of Horticulture 
and Plantation Crops, Technical Communication No. 25) 

Both authors are fruit breeders and have borne in mind the needs of practical fruit 

breeders working with currants, gooseberries, raspberries, blackberries, and the hybrid 

berries. The coverage of periodicals, reports, monographs, and books is quite wide, 
whilst the coverage in time goes back to 1900. Annual reports of the fruit research 
stations and reports of international congresses are analysed. There are 1007 abstracts 
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arranged alphabetically by authors, sub-arranged chronologically. Each entry gives a 
complete reference to the original source, including pagination; the abstracts vary 
from a few lines to two pages or more. The very good index takes in all the many 
varieties included in the text; popular and scientific names are included with suitable 
cross-references. (634°7)

FORESTERS’ ENGINEERING HANDBOOK. E. R. Huggard. Heffer 
(Cambridge), 18s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

This handbook provides useful information for those responsible for simple forest 
engineering projects and is based upon lectures given at the University College of 
North Wales by the author, who is a chartered civil engineer and a graduate in agri- 
culture. He has written for the layman and the instruction given and attendant data 
tables are presented in terms easy to understand. Most aspects of pioneer engineering 
are covered, with particular attention to simple roads and bridges including planning 
economics. Other matters of importance such as timber extraction, quarrying, blasting 
and surveying are covered and the book should prove helpful to the forestry officer or 
estate manager.

For over fifty years he applied his wide knowledge of horsemastership to the uncanny 
theories he evolved from his historical and scientific studies of the characteristics, 
heredity, mating, speed and staying power, colour and development of the thorough- 
bred horse. The subject is vast but all the essential details are covered in this clearly- 
written and well-tabulated book. The author emphasises the sixth sense of the horse, 
and his own unequalled record shows that he, too, possessed a sixth sense. (636-12)

It is well illustrated, and 
the methods used and results obtained in the experiments are described in considerable 
detail.

Designed for girls taking public examinations in needlework and dressmaking, this 
comprehensive manual will prove invaluable also to teachers and professional and 
amateur dressmakers. The author, tutor in needlework at a teachers’ training college, 
deals with basic construction of garments rather than current fashion, describing 
fabrics, equipment, stitches, the preparation and adaptation of patterns, cutting out 
and making up and all the varied techniques for facings, fastenings, openings, collars, 
cuffs, etc. The many diagrams (several to a page) are excellent, the instructions are 
clear (anticipating and resolving difficulties) and to help young girls there are sensible 
rules for choosing, maintaining and repairing clothes.

The two principal parts give: (1) specifications for pesticides, which are not buying 
specifications but indicate minimum standards to which products should conform if 
they are to be satisfactory in use; (2) methods of analysis—these are set out with 
admirable completeness and clarity, with references to original papers where necessary.

face. To improve the rigidity of this structure, whilst at the same time ensuring the 

most efficient utilisation of the materials, a mathematical and experimental analysis 
was carried out for the first time. The book summarises the basic principles for the use 
of practitioners and designers of such structures. Well produced and abundantly 
illustrated, it gives practical examples of efficient construction. It is a ‘must’ for any- 
body concerned with the design or manufacture of cabinet furniture.

THE INTERNATIONAL LAW OF ART for Lawyers, Collectors and 

Artists. Barnett Hollander. Bowes & Bowes, 63s. 1959. 255 cm. 388 pages. Indexes. 
This work was written because the author, an American lawyer practising in Britain, 
had found no legal treatise on visual or pictorial art. After chapters on art and cultural 
property in the Law of Nations, and art in legislation, the author deals with artists’ 
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rights and the copyright of pictorial art. There follow chapters on the legal aspects 

F auction sales, heirlooms of works of art, and sales, warranties and representations. 
He next deals with the role of experts, and fakes, forgeries and frauds. Later chapters 
are on slander and libel of property and goods, damages, and trade practices and stolen 
art and art in criminal law. There is also a chapter on museums and gifts to museums, 
This work is based on long experience and draws widely on international sources, 
mainly Anglo-American. It should be of great value to a wide range of persons in 
many countries.

EDUCATION THROUGH ART IN AUSTRALIA. Edited by 
Bernard Smith. Introduction by Herbert Read. Melbourne University Press 
(Melbourne, Australia); Cambridge University Press (London), 25s. 1958. 22 cm.

This small book is the result of a discussion at the Melbourne Unesco Seminar on the 

Role of the Visual Arts in Education, June 1954. Although modelled on a similar 

Unesco seminar held in Bristol, England, in 1951, the Australian Seminar emphasised 

the problems of art education in Australia. The contributors, all experts in their fields, 


have made many original observations of value to Australian and overseas teachers of 


the visual arts seeking to free both adults and children from the frustrations of over- 
emphasis on training methods and techniques. The work is enhanced by well-chosen 
illustrations. (707) 


ART TREASURES OF GERMANY. Edited by Bernd Lohse and 
Harald Busch. With an Introduction by Rudolf Hagelstange and Commentaries 
on the Illustrations by Helmut Domke. Translated from the German by P. Gorge. 
Batsford, 84s. 1958. 27 cm. 32 pages of text. 256 pages of illustrations (some in 
colour). 

This absorbing picture-book, printed in Germany, is well described as ‘a pictorial 

museum of supreme masterpieces of art in Germany’. It is mainly devoted to works in 

architecture, stained glass, book illumination, tapestries, metalwork and paintings by 

German artists, but contains also reproductions of a number of outstanding paintings 

by foreign artists (e.g. Raphael’s “Sistine Madonna’) which have for long had their 

home in German museums. Chronologically the objects shown range from Roman, 

Ostrogothic and Carolingian times to the period of German Romanticism in the early 

19th century. The plates are of unforgettable beauty; familiar art treasures and 

buildings are juxtaposed with other works of art which will be new to non-specialists. 

Of educational as well as aesthetic value this anthology will delight many readers.

Seventeen essays by fourteen Canadian critics and scholars form a survey of Canada’s 

hopes and achievements in the arts, particularly since 1945. The arts surveyed include 

Industrial Design, Handicrafts, Films, Radio and Television, as well as the traditional 

fine arts of Painting, Sculpture, Architecture and Music. Separate articles appear on 

Ballet, Opera and the Theatre in French- and English-speaking Canada. Poetry, 

Fiction and Creative Scholarship are also included. Although the essays vary in their 

degree of critical or descriptive content, the value of the work as a whole lies in its 

cataloguing of current Canadian cultural endeavour. (709-71)

BUILDINGS IN THE COUNTRY. A Mid-century Assessment. Paul 
Mauger. Batsford, 70s. 1959. 25°5 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Bibliography.

In this attractively produced and most intelligently planned book an architect examines 
the landscape of Britain ‘under the impact of post-war building’, and produces a 
critical, but essentially constructive, commentary on the architecture which has 
emerged. Today, the characteristic buildings of the countryside are supplemented by 
power stations and the huge constructions of industry, transport, research and 
commerce. The problem of rural architecture, however, remains unchanged. The 
key to its solution lies now, as always, in the architect's use of the setting. Paul Mauger 
writes well, without technical jargon or intellectual mannerisms. This is a book for 
every intelligent person, and not only for the professional planner and local govern- 
ment Officer.

18TH-CENTURY GERMAN PORCELAIN. George Savage. Rockliff, 
63s. 1958. 23 cm. 266 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Indexes. 

A really excellent monograph by a noted fine art dealer and consultant which gives 
a comprehensive account of all the German porcelain factories which were set up in 
the 18th century. Mr. Savage’s account of the origin of the Meissen factory is a model 
of precise information clearly set forth. Details of business arrangements and bio- 
graphies of the artists and administrators who made this factory world-famous provide 
a factual background which helps the reader to appreciate the chronology and types 
of wares produced. From Meissen the jealously guarded secret of porcelain manu- 
facture spread to other centres. These German factories did not have to be self- 
supporting: they were established for prestige reasons by ruling princes who financed 
them regardless of cost. Their beautiful creations are displayed in the numerous illust- 
rations which Mr. Savage closely links with the text. (738-27) 


Metal Arts 
OLD EUROPEAN PEWTER. A. J. G. Verster. [Translated from the 2nd 
Dutch edition]. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1959. 24°5 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. 
The fine plates in this book are an impressive reminder of the charm (deriving from 
solid, honest shapes and rich, silvery patina) of pewter. Written by a Dutch expert 
and originally published in Holland in 1957, this book is important for its descriptions 
and high-quality illustrations of continental pewter; it thus complements the several 
good books which already exist on English pewter. The author discusses the technical 
aspects of pewter ware, which is made from an alloy of tin and lead, the organisation 
of the pewterer’s trade-guild, the system of markings used, and how collectors may 
study individual pieces and recognise fakes. The place of pewter in the domestic life 
of the past is also discussed with reference to Dutch still-life and genre paintings. 
Altogether a most stimulating book, especially to be valued for its beautiful plates.

EUROPEAN ARMOUR, dina 1066 to circa 1700. Claude Blair. Batsford, 
35s. 1958. 23 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

The author’s aim here has been to provide an up-to-date English textbook on the 

development of European armour. His text is notable for its strict attention to ter- 
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minology. He corrects many of the vague, inaccurate and definitely misleading terms 
for different parts of armour which have been current since the 19th century, as well 
as giving much information about individual armourers and their workshops. There 
is very little about the history of war and the wider aspects of the subject, but the 
almost scientific classification and analysis of each component of a suit of armour will 
be most useful to specialists. The excellent illustrations include eighteen pages of 
specially drawn details illustrating the complete armorial outfit in different periods 
from helmets and bascinets down to the sabatons and metal toe-caps which protected 
the feet.

THE STORY OF MODERN ART. Sheldon Cheney. 2nd edition. 
Methuen, 45s. 1959. 25°5 cm. 736 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour), 
Bibliography. Index. 
This interesting and valuable book by an American writer traces the historical develop- 
ment of ‘modern’ art since 1791. Beginning with some account of the contributions 
of David, Ingres and the Romantic painters (Delacroix in particular) to the new styles 
of painting, it passes in rapid but illuminating review the movement towards realism 
(Daumier, Courbet), the Impressionist school, German Expressionism, the 20th 
century Ecole de Paris, and the recent post-war eruption of abstract and ‘action’ 
painting in both America and Europe. An appendix deals with modern sculpture, but 
it should be emphasised that the book, despite its title, is otherwise only concerned 
with painting. The author’s direct style of writing, the numerous (though rather 
fuzzy) illustrations and a usefully annotated bibliography will all help the non- 
specialist towards an understanding of the main phases of painting in the period 
surveyed.

INDIA AND MODERN ART. W. G. Archer. Allen & Unwin, 35s. 
1959. 25°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Painting in India from the end of the 19th century to 1947 is here examined by a well- 
known Indian scholar. Although he deals with the impact of western 20th century art 
on India, Mr. Archer is primarily concerned with the revival of the native Indian 
tradition in painting, especially in the works of the poet-artist Rabindranath Tagore, 
the Bengal painter Jamini Roy, and the chief representative of the present generation, 
George Keyt, born in Ceylon. The earlier chapters contain much interesting matter 
on the policy concerning art education in India adopted by British official circles at 
the end of the roth century. The Europeanising programme having conspicuously 
failed, the author advances valid arguments to support his belief that the revival and 
future of Indian painting lie in the popular native bazaar tradition of painting. This 
original book will be of considerable interest to students of India and Indian art.

THE COMPLETE BOOK OF PHOTOGRAPHY. Carlton Wallace.

This book presents an overall view of everyday photography, and provides a ready 
reference when information is sought. The keen amateur will find here a volume 
exceptionally well prepared to convey as comprehensively as possible the technical 
knowledge and artistic approach required to ensure the production of a higher 
standard of monochrome and colour photography. Chapters cover: Cameras, Acces- 
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sories, and Materials, Picture-Making, Still Photography, Cinematography, Data and 
Notes, and Legal Notes for Photographers. (770) 


EXPOSURE MANUAL. J. F. Dunn. Fountain Press, 45s. 1958. 22 cm. 
268 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
A correctly exposed film is the basic necessity for producing a good photograph and 
colour film, and in this book the author deals with many exposure problems encoun- 
tered by the amateur and the professional, when making exposures for still mono- 
chrome photography, cinematography, and colour photography, each requiring an 
individual approach to the exposure problem. Every type of exposure estimating 
device, from the simple calculator to the more advanced photo-electric cell meter, is 
considered and clearly explained, and of particular interest is the “back-leak’ incident- 
light meter of the author’s own design. (771°37)

THE AGE OF JEAN DE RESZKE. Fort 
P. G. Hurst. Christopher Johnson, 30s. 1958. 
Bibliography. Index. 


y Years of Opera, 1874-1914. 
22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
‘Opera’ here means opera in London, presented in a summary of the chief productions 
of each year, mentioning the managers, conductors and above all the singers. As 
Mr. Hurst’s own recollections date only from 1903, he draws, for the earlier years, on 
the memoirs and recollections of older singers, some of whom he knew personally. 
He is an unashamed laudator temporis acti, convinced that the voices of those days were 
superior to those of today. Even the opera-lover who disputes this will find much of 
value in these pages, though he may occasionally be rather irritated by their dogmatic 
tone.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE TECHNIQUE OF PALESTRINA, 
H. K. Andrews. Novello: Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1959. 24°5 cm. 256 pages. Frontis- 
piece. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. 

The principal topics in this notable book are the use of rhythmic melody, counter- 

point, suspension and dissonance, and modal harmony, which are the essential elements 

of Palestrina’s immensely complex and subtle art. Specialists in 16th century music 
will profit much from Dr. Andrews’s comprehensive study which takes into full 
account the composer’s relation to his contemporaries, especially the Netherlands 
school. The unusual wealth of musical examples clarifies the text, and should be of 
great help to choir trainers in securing a livelier and more exact performance of this 
elusive music. The author writes from long experience as choirmaster at New College, 

Oxford, as is shown in his discussion of Palestrina’s refined feeling for word-values. 

He is most scrupulous in giving the exact source for every illustration, yet his scholar- 

ship is always directed towards practical ends. (783) 


BEETHOVEN’S PIANOFORTE SONATAS. A Guide for Students 
and Amateurs. Edwin Fischer. Translated from the German by Stanley Godman 
with the collaboration of Paul Hamburger. Faber, 21s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 118 pages. 
Illustrations. Musical examples. 

These nine lectures by the famous German pianist now resident in Switzerland do not 

attempt a complete formal analysis, but are confined to points of particular interest or 

difficulty in interpretation. Mr. Fischer introduces each lecture with some remarks on 

a general topic: Beethoven’s musical personality, his piano technique, his instruments, 
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and the like. His remarks on points of phrasing, tempi, pedalling and structural 
emphasis are all designed to relate details to the whole, in terms of Beethoven’s musical 
philosophy. Advanced students and teachers will find this a helpful and illuminating 
book. The translation reads excellently. (786-41) 


Sports and Games 
THE PUMA’S CLAW. Simon Clark. Introduction by Sir John Hunt. 
Hutchinson, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Maps. Index. 
‘The Puma’s Claw’ is Pumasillo (20,490 feet), in an unsurveyed region of southern 
Peru and one of the highest unclimbed mountains outside Asia. This is the account of 
its first ascent (“for fun’) by the Cambridge Andean Expedition of 1957, the oldest of 
whose seven members was twenty-four. Their patron was Sir John Hunt, who contri- 
butes a foreword. After nine months of preparation, the actual ascent was accomplished 
without porters in five days. The author, a twenty-one-year-old New Zealander, 
president of the Cambridge Univeristy Mountaineering Club, has produced a book 
that will interest even non-climbers. The photographs are wholly admirable. (796-52) 


LITERATURE 


NOONDAY I. Edited by Cecil Hemley. Peter Owen, 21s. 1959. 21 cm. 192 pages. 
A literary miscellany containing several interesting items but of rather uneven quality. 
The most impressive piece of writing is certainly Boris Pasternak’s short story, A Last 
Summer, not a particularly shapely piece of fiction, but a wonderfully vivid evocation 
at moments of the writer’s personal world which vanished in 1914. Isaac Singer’s 
A Tale of Two Liars also stands out as a grotesque tragi-comedy, a period-piece of 
Jewish life in Poland. The contributions by Karl Jaspers and Ernst Junger are scarcely 
up to the standard of these distinguished authors and the first issue of Noonday gives 
the impression of being too cosmopolitan to allow of any very positive editorial 
policy. (808-8) 


American Literature 
THE ECCENTRIC DESIGN. Form in the Classic American Novel. 
Marius Bewley. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 328 pages. Index. 

The spiritual and economic tensions which have determined both the form and content 
of prose fiction in America were present (Marius Bewley argues) from the very foun- 
dation of the United States. In the early days they found expression in politics rather 
than in literature: in the aristocratic republicanism of John Adams, the more olig- 
archical republicanism of Hamilton, and the liberal, optimistic democratic faith of 
Jefferson. He traces these three strands through the works of Cooper, Hawthorne, 
Melville, Henry James, and Scott Fitzgerald. His analysis of the political attitudes 
implicit in the novels of Fenimore Cooper is particularly interesting. This is a work of 
stimulating, imaginative criticism. (813-09) 


English Poetry 

THE POEMS OF JOHN DRYDEN. Edited by James Kinsley. 4 vols. 
Oxford University Press, 210s. 1958. 23 cm. 2,104 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Indexes. (Oxford English Texts) 

This authoritative edition offers, for the first time, a complete text of Dryden’s 

original poems and verse translations, including prologues, epilogues and songs from 
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his plays. Poems of which he was part author and poems which are reasonably, 
although not conclusively attributed to him are also printed. The text of each poem 
is that of the first edition collated with all subsequent editions published in Dryden’s 
lifetime and the editor has examined as many copies of each edition as possible. Textual 
and other notes are given in the extensive commentary at the end of the fourth volume. 
This edition is likely to remain standard for many years to come and will be of great 
value to students. (821-4) 


POEMS AND SELECTED LETTERS. Robert Burns. Text edited by 
Anthony Hepburn. Introduction by David Daiches. Collins, 21s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 
608 pages. Illustrations by Lennox Paterson. Index. 

This handsomely produced edition of Burns relies mainly on the text of W. E. Henley 

and T. F. Henderson; the poems are decorated by some attractive line drawings. 

Dr. Daiches’ short but eloquent appreciation is aimed at the general reader. It provides 

a short biographical sketch, reviews the Kilmarnock volume of 1786 which first 

established Burns’s fame and touches on his later achievement as a satirist and a writer 

of songs. The short selection of letters is drawn from the years 1783-88 when Burns 
was still in his late twenties and much of it is concerned with the opinions, sometimes 
ill-judged, of his admirers in Edinburgh. There is a useful glossary but the lack of notes 

to the letters is regrettable. (821-6) 


EIGHTY-FIVE POEMS. Louis MacNeice. Faber, 10s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
128 pages. 
This selection is designed to represent the various styles and themes which have 
characterised Mr. MacNeice’s development. He has made it from his lyrical verse: 
nothing from his translations, radio plays, Autumn Journal or Autumn Sequel has been 
included. Mr. MacNeice has always written in a fluent, near-colloquial manner which 
gives a certain transience to much of his work but can also give it an ironic poignancy. 
His successes are above all in the mode of the personal lyric, such as the well-known 
‘Time Was Away’, or in the satirical poem on contemporary manners, especially when 
cast in the ballad form. (821-91) 


ANDREW YOUNG. Prospect of a Poet. Essays and tributes by fourteen 
writers. Edited by Leonard Clark. Hart-Davis, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 112 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliography. 

Canon Young is a writer who, over the years, has established an appreciative audience, 

although his work has never been widely critically discussed. He is a countryman who 

writes reflective, lucid, minutely observant lyrics, and who, however expert a 

naturalist, has never lost his capacity for wonder at nature. In prose he has written 

three books on wild flowers which are at once botanically authoritative and works of 
literature. This volume consists of appreciations by his acknowledged admirers. John 

Betjeman traces Canon Young’s poetical ancestry, while the most informative essays 

on the poetry and prose respectively are those of Norman Nicholson and L. A. G. 

Strong. (821-91) 


English Drama 

THE SHAKESPEAREAN ETHIC. John Vyvyan. Chatto & Windus, 183. 
1959. 22 cm. 208 pages. Index. 

Mr. Vyvyan attempts in this study to deduce a consistent ethical scheme from 

Shakespeare’s plays, based mainly on those written after 1603. His scheme postulates 
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that the tragic pattern consists of the downfall of a soul which acts against its better 
nature, while on the side of redemption he finds the concept of creative mercy exem- 
plified especially in Measure for Measure, The Winter's Tale and The Tempest. His book 
shows a freshness of approach and plenty of critical insight, but, as with most theories 
of this kind, it involves considerable oversimplification of the very diverse plays to 
which it is uniformly applied. (822-3) 


English Miscellany 


THE JOURNALS AND PAPERS OF GERARD MANLEY 
HOPKINS. Edited by Humphry House. Completed by Graham Storey. Oxford 
University Press, 63s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 614 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Musical examples. 
Indexes. 

Since Humphry House first edited Hopkins’ Notebooks and Papers in 1936, further 

important papers have continued to come to light and House’s work on a new edition 

was already well advanced when he died. This beautifully produced and scholarly 
volume has been completed with exemplary care by Graham Storey. The diaries 
extend from 1862 to 1875. They are full of Hopkins’ minutely sensitive observations 
of nature, perceptions of light, shape and temperature, full, too, of his passionate 
interest in words and their derivations, but curiously lacking in more human interests: 
thus the period which covers Hopkins’ conversion to Roman Catholicism is particu- 
larly meagrely sketched. Several essays written as an undergraduate, mainly on philo- 
sophical subjects, already display a powerfully developed critical intellect. The volume 
also contains a number of Hopkins’ drawings and the music of the settings he wrote 
for songs. The notes and critical apparatus are admirable. (828-8)

SCHILLER AND BURNS and Other Essays. William Witte. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 128 pages. References. Indexes. (Modern Language 
Studies) 

The Professor of German in the University of Aberdeen ushers in the Schiller 

bicentenary with a collection of eight essays dealing mainly with Germany’s great 

dramatist. In the title essay, which is the longest, Professor Witte does not himself 
appear to be convinced that Burns and Schiller had much in common except the year 
of their birth. In his second essay he is more certain that Scottish influence on Schiller 
was of considerable importance, but the evidence he brings in support of his view is 
meagre. The other contributions discuss themes of concern to the specialist student 
of Schiller and Goethe, though the article on Carlyle as a critic of German literature, 
attractively written, should interest a wider public. (832-6)

THE OXFORD COMPANION TO FRENCH LITERATURE. 
Compiled and edited by Sir Paul Harvey and J. E. Heseltine. Oxford University 
Press, 458. 1959. 24 cm. 786 pages. Maps. Bibliography. 

Covering the period 400 A.D. to the outbreak of the 1939-45 war, this volume contains 

6000 entries mostly devoted to literature, but scientists, statesmen and philosophers are 

also included. The work claims to be addressed to the reader who wants to find the 

explanation of an allusion, recall a plot, fit a character to a book, an author to a title, 
relate a king to his dynasty or a movement to its century. He will not be disappointed. 

In Appendix I he will find a helpful reading list, and in Appendix II two up-to-date 

maps of France. A gallant enterprise commanding unqualified admiration. (840)

GUIDE FOR RESEARCH STUDENTS WORKING ON 
HISTORICAL SUBJECTS. G. Kitson Clark. Cambridge University Press, 
5s.6d.

This booklet was written to help research students starting to work on historical 

subjects in the University of Cambridge. It offers expert guidance on the objects of 

research, the choice of a subject, on methods of reviewing and of presenting evidence, 
and on bibliographies and catalogues. It ends with pertinent advice to the historian 
on how to write plain English. Although of particular interest to students of history 
at Cambridge, it will also be useful to university students elsewhere who need guidance 
in scholarly method.

Mr. Warner, author of biographies of Marryat and Nelson, and member of the 

Council of the Society for Nautical Research, has had to be highly selective in this 

pamphlet, the purpose of which is to lead the reader to further exploration on this 

vast subject. He has chosen, in seven brief but thoughtful essays, to discuss the writings 

of Hakluyt, Raleigh, Dampier and Woodes Rogers, Defoe, Anson, and Cook, besides 

the 18th-century Collections of Voyages. (910-4) 


GEOGRAPHY OF WORLD AFFAIRS. J. P. Cole. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 348 pages. Maps. Charts. References. Index. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Specials) 

In writing this book Mr. Cole, a lecturer in geography in Nottingham University, 

had in mind the reader with little knowledge of geography, and little inclination to 

read the standard geographical textbooks, but with an interest in current events. 

He successfully provides him with the basic facts of political and economic geography, 

giving adequate detail for general purposes on the distribution of population, the 

standard of living, the natural resources, trade and industrial development of the 
twelve broad geographical divisions of the world and of the more important countries 

within them. The book is illustrated with useful sketch-maps and statistics. (911) 


THE GREAT PALACE OF THE BYZANTINE EMPERORS. 
Second Report. Edited by David Talbot Rice for the Walker Trust, The University 
of St. Andrews. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 147s. 1958. 32°5 cm. 
228 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour). Plans. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Excavations on the site of this palace erected in the 4th-sth centuries A.D. at 

Constantinople were begun in 1935-8; a first Report, dealing mainly with the mag- 

nificent mosaic pavement unearthed in the peristyle court, was published in 1948. 

Now comes this Second Report (edited by the leading English Byzantine scholar) of 

further excavations in 1951-1954. The complex of buildings which constituted the 

Great Palace presents formidable difficulties to archaeologist and excavator and much 

of the material here is highly technical. In addition to the report on the substructures 

in and around the previously discovered peristyle court, there are chapters on the 
building methods used in early Byzantine architecture, the pottery of the epoch, and 
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the new mosaics discovered in recent years. The analysis of the technique and subject- 
matter of these mosaics, some of which are reproduced in notable colour plates, pro- 
vides valuable material for students and specialists concerned with the history of late 
antique art. (913-495) 


A FORGOTTEN KINGDOM. Being a Record of the Results obtained 
from the Excavations of Two Mounds Atchana and Al Mina in the Turkish Hatay. 
2nd edition. Sir Leonard Woolley. Max Parish, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 

The site whose excavations are described in this book was deliberately chosen to test 

a theory of communications between the great nations of antiquity. The history and 

art of Alalakh, a city of north-west Syria which flourished on a modest scale from 

about 3000 to 1200 B.C., are not intrinsically impressive, but they reveal much about 
the relations and cultural influences between the Egyptians, the Mitanni, the Hittites 
and the Aegean peoples. The account of the excavation of each level at Alalakh and 
its harbour at Al Mina is a useful guide to the interpretation of finds; for the general 
reader it would perhaps be too detailed, though he would enjoy the occasional 
imaginative recreation of events in a forgotten kingdom 4000 years ago. (913-564) 


INYANGA. Prehistoric Settlements in Southern Rhodesia. Roger Summers. 
Cambridge University Press, 50s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 354 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The Inyanga region lies in mountainous country on the eastern border of Southern 

Rhodesia, about 150 miles north-cast of the famous Zimbabwe ruins. Between 1949 

and 1952 Mr. Summers was responsible for surveying and directing a number of 

excavations among the ruined enclosures, stone-lined pits, forts and the vast expanse 
of cultivation terraces which form a conspicuous part of the landscape. This account 
of his generally successful efforts to date the various groups of ruins as well as earlier 

Stone Age sites in the region, and to distinguish their tribal affiliations, should be on 

the shelves of archaeological libraries. The book includes a valuable chapter on 

southern African beads by the late J. F. Schofield. (913-6891) 


A ROOM IN MOSCOW. Sally Belfrage. Deutsch, 15s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
190 pages. 
Sally Belfrage had the advantage of youthful determination and a surname well 
received in Soviet circles. She went to Moscow in 1957 for the Youth Festival, on 
to China via the trans-Siberian railway and back to Moscow where, achieving 
the three impossibles in an incredibly short time—a job, a place to live in and a 
sponsoring organisation—she settled down to edit English translations of Russian 
classics for the Foreign Languages Publishing House. This left her ample time to 
wander and make friends, and she records with wit and insight meetings with young 
Russians of all kinds. Anyone who wants to know what life in Moscow is really like 
should read this book, which is both informative and good entertainment. (914-731) 


THE FLIGHT OF IKAROS. A Journey into Greece. Kevin Andrews. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 256 pages. 

The author, an American, lived in Greece between 1947 and 1951. Officially he was 

studying Greek medieval architecture but many of his journeys were undertaken for 

sheer love of travel, most of his time outside Athens being spent in the remote 

southern Peloponnese with visits to Thessaly and the islands. The book is written as 
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a rather rambling personal narrative, but Mr. Andrews’ command of the language, 
ability to mix with refugees and villagers of all kinds, and his sheer length of residence 
give the book an unusual appeal. It is particularly interesting for its description of the 
reaction of the ordinary villager to the civil war period. (914-95) 


THE HEART OF INDIA. Alexander Campbell. Constable, 18s.6d. 1959. 
22°5 cm. 344 pages. Map. Index. 
Alexander Campbell is an experienced journalist whose book, The Heart of Africa, 
published in 1954, attracted considerable interest. In that year he was transferred to 
India and in this new book, based on conversations he had during his stay with 
political and religious leaders and students, peasants, city dwellers and others, he 
endeavours to let India speak for itself. Such a method must be selective but there is 
sufficient variety in the types of Indians represented to convey an interesting impression 
of a nation which in some respects is immensely old but in others is still becoming 
aware of its nationhood. While sympathetic towards India, the author is not uncritical 
either in the material he includes or in his own comments. There are also two chapters 
on Pakistan and one on Kashmir. (915-4) 


PEACOCKS AND PIPELINES. Baluchistan to Bihar. Elizabeth Balneaves. 
Lutterworth Press, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
In this book Elizabeth Balneaves gives a lively account of a return visit to the land she 
loves and knows so well. This time she goes with a strange commission—photograph- 
ing industrial installations, a task calling for surefootedness and a good head. Armed 
with her camera she ascends steel ladders and crawls along high ledges to photograph 
machinery below. In between times she learns to develop her own films. In the journey 
from Baluchistan to Bengal she sees the laying of an oil pipeline, visits a hydel project 
on the borders of Nepal, and a steel mill in the heart of Bihar. She writes intelligently 
and amusingly about other things she sees—a Moharram procession and a wild boar 
fight—and her intimate knowledge of the people lends a personal touch to her many 
adventures. (915-47) 


GATEWAY TO THE KHYBER. Robin Bryans. Hale, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 
174 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
This is the story of a journey into Pakistan undertaken by an unconventional young 
Irishman, already much travelled and blessed with humour and a capacity to write 
well. He went from Genoa to Karachi by sea, from Karachi to Rawalpindi by air, and 
on to the North-West by various forms of land transport. His narrative flows easily. 
Politics are omitted; human companionship is found on every page. The author is a 
good mixer and befriends all manner of people—bus drivers and students, Punjabis 
and Pathans. He writes amusingly and skilfully of the many interesting places he visits: 
the Moghul city of Lahore and ancient Taxila, the Indus valley and the Khyber Pass.

A GEOGRAPHY OF GHANA. E. A. Boateng. Cambridge University Press, 
21s.

The author, who is Senior Lecturer in Geography at the University College of his 

own country, Ghana, has written a book primarily intended for students, but it is 

likely to be useful to anyone interested in the geographical and economic nature of 

the newly independent member of the Commonwealth. The first portion describes 

Ghana geographically and climatically and is followed by six chapters on the economics 
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of the country. The final portion describes Ghana under twelve geographical regions, 
The numerous maps and diagrams are an important feature and the photographs, 
including a number taken by the author, are comprehensive and in some cases very 
attractive. (916-67) 


IN QUEST OF THE NORTH WEST PASSAGE. Leslie H. Neatby. 
Longmans (Toronto, Canada), $3.75. 1958. Constable (London), 21s. 1959. 225 cm. 
206 pages. Illustrations in colour. Maps. Bibliography. 

This Canadian work is a scholarly and authoritative history of the search for the short 

route to India and the consequent exploration of the icy northern coasts of Canada, 

which lasted from the 16th century until modern times. It is a record of human 
courage and endurance, almost without parallel, associated with the names of 

Frobisher, Davis, Baffin, Parry, Ross, and many others—above all, with that of Sir 

John Franklin, who with his 104 companions perished there in 1847-8. The five maps 

are not quite as useful as they might be, and the absence of an index is surprising. 

There is a full and valuable bibliography. (917-12) 


BURIED GOLD AND ANACONDAS. Rolf Blomberg. Translated 
from the Swedish by F. H. Lyon. Allen & Unwin, 28s. 1959. 24 cm. 144 pages. 
Illustrations (some in colour). Maps. Index. 

The author, a specimen collector for Swedish science museums and an experienced 

explorer of the South American hinterland, was first infected by the treasure-hunting 

fever in the Galdpagos Islands in 1934. Spurred on by his Ecuadorian mother-in-law, 
he made several unsuccessful expeditions to seck the legendary treasure of the Incas 
reputedly buried in the inhospitable region of the Llanganati. Of these journeys and 
of others made to find and film the giant snakes of the Columbian Upper Amazon 

Mr. Blomberg has written a most entertaining account for the general reader, 

supported by quite remarkable colour photographs of wild life and of the primitive 

Cofan Indians. (918-664)

THE RELUCTANT POLITICIAN: Derick Heathcoat Amory. W. Gore 
Allen. Christopher Johnson, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

While not pretending to touch more than the fringe of British politics, this light 
portrayal of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, by a colleague of long standing, helps 
to explain his political outlook in relation to those of other Conservative leaders. 
It describes his personality, his hereditary background and his enlightened leadership 
in the family business, and explains the circumstances which led him to enter the 
House of Commons in 1945 and rise to his present distinction after becoming 
successively Minister of Pensions and Minister of Agriculture. It concludes with a 
tentative assessment of his ideals and achievements. (92) 


THE POET AS SUPERMAN. A Life of Gabriele D’Annunzio. Anthony 
Rhodes. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Rhodes’ biography of a man of extraordinary achievements—as novelist, poet, 

air ace, buccaneer and latter-day Casanova—though addressed to the general reading 

public rather than to’ the scholar (there are some proof-reading errors and the 
references are not always given) is the product of wide reading in all the Italian and 

French sources and gives a full and balanced treatment of this very remarkable man 
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and his almost symbolic significance to the story of modern Italy. There is a 
particularly good account of D’Annunzio’s capture of Fiume in 1919 at the head of 
a few hundred patriot volunteers, and of his 15-months’ ‘rule’ there in defiance of the 
statesmen of Versailles and of his own country. (92) 


THE STRANGE STORY OF DR. JAMES BARRY, Army Surgeon, 
Inspector-General of Hospitals, Discovered on Death to be a Woman. Isobel Rae. 
Longmans, 13s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 134 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This is the first factual biography of this strange figure of the 19th century, although 

two novels have already been published. Miss Rae has had access to all the official 

documents, including a charwoman’s statement that Barry was a woman and had 
borne a child. If this were true Barry may claim yet another distinction, that of being 
the first woman in the world to qualify in medicine and to practise as a surgeon. 

This irascible surgeon, accompanied by his dog and his tall, coloured servant, comes 

vividly to life in Miss Rae’s book; and if the sceptical reader does have doubts, he 

may yet consider worthwhile a biography of an Inspector-General whose work for 
the amelioration of conditions in the Army preceded Florence Nightingale’s by many 

years. (92) 


BIZET AND HIS WORLD. Mina Curtiss. Secker & Warburg, sos. 1959. 
24 cm. $12 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. 
In Paris after the war Mrs. Curtiss, sometime Professor of English at Smith College, 
Massachusetts, was fortunate to secure a mass of unpublished letters written or 
received by Bizet, and other important documents. From these, supplemented by 
intensive research into other sources, she has now produced a remarkably fine book, 
lively in style, but with a proper sense of the dignity and importance of the period 
and the subject. The momentous years of Bizet’s creative life are depicted on a canvas 
crowded with historical and social detail, but clear in outline, showing the growth of 
his art and personality. Here is the first complete account of the emotional tangle 
between the composer, his wife and her mother. Besides letting Bizet speak in his 
own words, Mrs. Curtiss also shows him as he appeared to his contemporaries by 
weaving passages from their writings and reminiscences into her enthralling 
narrative. (92) 


LIFE OF ROBERT BURNS. J. G. Lockhart. Reprint. New introduction 
by James Kinsley. Dent, 10s.6d. 1959. 185 cm. 336 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Everyman's Library) 

This book appeared eight years before Lockhart’s masterpiece, his Life of Scott, and 

represents his first major venture into biography. If its limitations are very apparent 

today, it was long considered a standard work and is certainly carefully written. To 
the modern reader the tone seems unduly censorious and the approach to the poetry 
at times unsympathetic. It remains, however, an important book in Burns studies, 
since Lockhart’s taste was typical of his age, and his familiarity with the society which 
had known Burns gives his portrait considerable authority. (92) 


AN ARTIST OF LIFE. A Study of the Life and Work of Havelock Ellis.

HAVELOCK ELLIS. A Biography. Arthur Calder-Marshall. Hart-Davis, 30s. 
1959. 22 cm. 292 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Of the two books published to coincide with the centenary of the birth of Henry 
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Havelock Ellis (1859-1939), the pioneer sexologist, philosopher and critic, Mr. Collis’s 
alone succeeds in conveying an impression of the true greatness of its subject. A life- 
long admirer—at Ellis’s request Mr. Collis wrote the introduction to the Everyman 
Library edition of the Selected Essays of 1936—he sees Ellis as a man who deliberately 
fashioned his own life into a work of art, though in his case the ‘life’ was very much 
subordinated to the ‘work’. Mr. Collis also pays tribute to Edith Lees, showing that 
the sort of marriage she and Ellis evolved together was based on Ellis’s conception 
of the right of each individual to find the pattern of life most suited to the full 
realisation of his or her nature. Mr. Calder-Marshall, on the other hand—though his 
book is both skilfully written and beautifully produced—can find little more in the 
courage and honesty of Ellis’s relationships with women than material for ironical 
comedy. For him, Havelock Ellis is not so much a thinker who profoundly influenced 
our whole attitude to marriage and wrote a new chapter in our knowledge of man- 
kind by his Studies in the Psychology of Sex, as an amusing eccentric, the centre of a 
small circle of ‘New Women’ and androgynous men. (92) 


GEORGE FRIDERIC HANDEL: His Personality and His Times. 
Newman Flower. New and revised edition. Cassell, 30s. 1959. 25*5 cm. 400 pages, 
Illustrations (4 in colour). Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. 

This popular biography, first published in 1923, now reappears for the Handel 

bicentenary. Its gusto and somewhat highly-coloured style wear well, but the use of 

so many very short sentences defeats its own end. Sir Newman has drawn fruitfully 
on his own notable Handel collection for little-known information. He has also done 

a good deal of original research elsewhere, and has kept up to date with the work of 

others. The result is the most comprehensive account of Handel’s life available in 

English. It makes good reading for anyone who appreciates delineation of character 

in a swiftly moving narrative against a vivid background. (92) 


A PAINTER’S COUNTRY. The Autobiography of A. Y. Jackson. 
Clarke, Irwin (Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 1959. 28*5 cm. 170 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

In his handsomely designed autobiography, one of Canada’s best-known and widely 

admired painters includes informative and entertaining anecdotes and comments 

about Canadian painting, painters, their friends and detractors during the last half- 
century. Born in Montreal in 1882, he managed to study in France for two years. 

Returning to Canada, he painted landscapes from Quebec to the West Coast, from 

Toronto to the Arctic Islands. One of the founders in 1920 of the School of Seven, 

he has lived to sce their once-derided work assume an honoured place in Canadian 

art history. (92) 


OUR FRIEND JAMES JOYCE. Mary and Padraic Colum. Gollancz, 16s. 
1959. 20°5 cm. 240 pages. 
This extremely attractive personal memoir is set out in the form of alternate sections 
written by cach contributor. Without making large pretensions to authority, it 
conveys a great deal of valuable information about Joyce’s personality and tempera- 
ment, his conversation and behaviour in company and his intellectual interests. 
Padraic Colum is particularly well fitted to describe these since, like Joyce, he had 
graduated in modern languages at the University of Dublin. The book also sketches 
very deftly Joyce’s background in Dublin, Paris and elsewhere and illuminates many 
details in his books. Above all it succeeds as few writers have done in portraying him 
in credible human terms. (92) 
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ALEXANDER MACONOCHIE OF NORFOLK ISLAND. A Study 
of a Pioneer in Penal Reform. John Vincent William Barry. Oxford University 
Press (Melbourne, Australia, and London), 50s. 1958. 23 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This book by Mr. Justice Vincent Barry of the Supreme Court of Victoria, Australia, 

reveals in a scholarly and sympathetic manner Captain Alexander Maconochie’s 

struggle to reform Norfolk Island convict settlement which was until his arrival the 
harshest of the Australian convict settlements. The story recounts Maconochie’s 
humane administration, his recall, his subsequent work of penal reform in England, 
and the influence of his ideas abroad. This full-length biography reveals the greatness 
and social significance of a man who set himself ‘to make society good by making 
men better’. (92) 


A PEARL TO INDIA. The Life of Roberto de Nobili. Vincent Cronin. 
Hart-Davis, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 298 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
In The Wise Man from the West Vincent Cronin told us about the Italian Jesuit, Father 
Ricci, who introduced Christianity into China. In his present work Mr. Cronin gives 
us the first complete biography of another remarkable man, also an Italian Jesuit, 
Roberto de Nobili, who in 1604 went to India as a missionery. Like Ricci, Nobili 
was a pionecr of adaptation. He realised (though his views were bitterly opposed by 
many) that he could only make progress if he discarded unessential European 
trappings and adapted Christianity to Eastern customs, imagery and ways of thought. 
This is an interesting book about a most enlightened and dedicated man who raised 
issues which are far from dead. (92) 


SO DARK A STREAM. A Study of the Emperor Paul I of Russia 
1754-1801. E. M. Almedingen. Hutchinson, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 240 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

This admirable study, by a former member of the Faculty of Petrograd University 

(1922), who later became a teacher of Russian history and literature in the University 

of Oxford, has for its theme a tragic phase in Russian history, the reign of Paul I. 

The son of Catherine the Great, whom he succeeded in 1796, Paul I was from the 

beginning of his reign on the way towards madness. In five stormy years he did much 

to bring to ruin his mother’s work, and to crush the intellectual life and the liberty 
of his subjects. His brutal murder by a group of officers and courtiers was the 
inevitable way of escape for his subjects. Miss Almedingen’s narrative is concise, 

forceful, and extremely readable. (92) 


THE MOSQUITO MAN. The Story of Sir Ronald Ross. John Rowland. 
Lutterworth Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 150 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
The greater part of this book inevitably deals with Ross’s early life in India, during 
which time he did his greatest work on the discovery of the malaria parasite, 
which later won him the Nobel Prize. In the next forty years he completed much 
useful work in Liverpool and in the Ross Institute in London, founded by him 
and now incorporated in the University. The story of Ross, poet and musician as 
well as scientist, is above all the story of malaria, and this little book makes clear the 
great debt owed to him for enabling the world to rid itself of this scourge. —_ (92) 


JOHN McDOUALL STUART. Mona Stuart Webster. Melbourne University 
Press (Melbourne, Australia); Cambridge University Press (London), 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 
334 pages. Illustrations. Maps by Mary Quick. Bibliography. Index. 

John McDouall Stuart belongs to the heroic age of the exploration of Australia, but 
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the recognition he has been awarded after outstanding achicvement has been scanty. 
Mrs. Webster’s biography will contribute to a better appreciation of his work. 
Stuart’s greatest ambition, to cross the continent from South to North, was not 
fulfilled until his sixth expedition in 1862. The epic story of these six journeys is 
based on Stuart’s own diaries and notes together with the papers and reminiscences 
of those associated with him. The book includes illustrations reproduced from sketches 
by Stephen King, a member of the final expedition. (92) 


SUNDAR SINGH. A. J. Appasamy. Lutterworth Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 
248 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Indexes. 
The famous Indian Sadhu, Sundar Singh, who before his conversion to Christianity 
was a high-caste Sikh, disappeared thirty years ago. He set out on a missionary 
journey to Tibet and no success has attended the many attempts made to discover 
what befell him. In this definitive biography, which draws upon much new material, 
we have a sympathetic but well-balanced account of the Sadhu—his experiences in 
Tibet, Nepal, and the Himalayas, his visits to Europe, America and Australia, his 
visions and mode of life and, not least, the influence he exercised over men and women 
in many lands.

These sketches of the careers of some of the people who, although comparatively 
unknown in wider circles, were close enough to the Prime Minister of the day to 
influence his opinions are an interesting sidelight on British political history of the 
last century. Sir Charles Petrie, writing largely from reliable verbal information, 
chooses as his examples Lord Rowton, Sir Algernon West, the Right Hon. J. S. 
Sandars, Sir Maurice Bonham Carter, Tom Jones, Viscount Davidson, Miss 
Rosenberg and Sir Horace Wilson, serving, respectively (in most cases as private 
secretary), Disraeli, Gladstone, Balfour, Asquith, Lloyd George, Bonar Law, 
Ramsay MacDonald and Neville Chamberlain. (923-242)

THE SECOND WORLD WAR and an Epilogue on the Years 1945 to 
1957. Winston S. Churchill. Cassell, 35s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 1,052 pages. Diagrams. 
Maps. Index. 

This admirable abridgement by Denis Kelly is the well-sifted essence of Sir Winston 
Churchill’s original six-volume edition. Shorn of detail important to the historian 
and the student, it offers the general reader a flowing history of events, many of them 
seemingly insignificant at the time, that led to the war. From a viewpoint of un- 
rivalled scope and penetration, Sir Winston tells his personal story of the political 
and military progress of the war itself with the descriptive power and literary artistry 
that place his works among the classics of history. Added to this edition is an epilogue 
of the same high standard covering international events of post-war years.

THE ROYAL AIR FORCE MEDICAL SERVICES. Vol. 3. Campaigns. 
Edited by S. C. Rexford-Welch. H.M. Stationery Office, 105s. 24°5 cm. 1959. 
756 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Index. (History of the Second World War. 
United Kingdom Medical Series) 


Following two volumes devoted to Administration and Commands, the part played 
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by the Royal Air Force in its eleven campaigns is here excellently presented in text 
and illustration. A general narrative outlines the climate and topography of each 
campaign, briefly describes its military and operational aspects, and then deals in 
great detail with hygiene, disease prevention and the treatment of the sick and 
wounded, and with the special problems of aviation medicine. The eleven campaigns 
begin with France and Belgium, and range through Norway, Middle East, Greece, 
Russia, India and West Africa, concluding with the liberation of Europe in 1945. 
This record, besides being of historical interest, provides a valuable practical account 
of the care of casualties and health maintenance in field conditions under climatic 
extremes. (940°547542) 


WARRIORS ON WHEELS. Park Yunner. Hutchinson, 18s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 
384 pages. 
The story of “Popski’s Private Army’, the British reconnaissance and sabotage unit 
which operated in North Africa and Italy, has been told in objective fashion by its 
creator, the late Colonel Peniakoff. This book by its second-in-command is less 
concerned with a serious military assessment than with describing the unit's 
adventures in dramatic and personal terms. Mr. Yunner gives us the hardships and 
thrills of work behind the enemy’s lines, he sketches the personalities of some of his 
comrades, and his account stresses the dash and high spirits which inspired PPA’s 
operations. Although sometimes repetitive, his is an exciting story written with great 
gusto. (940548642)

THE CAMBRIDGE HISTORY OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 
Vol. II. The Empire-Commonwealth 1870-1919. Edited by the late E. A. Benians, 
Sir James Butler and C. E. Carrington. Cambridge University Press, 100s. 1959. 
24 cm. 970 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This volume completes the ambitious syndicate history of the British Empire in eight 
volumes: the first three dealing with the general history of British expansion overseas 
and imperial policy, the other five providing special studies of the different parts of 
the Empire and Commonwealth. Serious difficulties account for the delay in the 
publication of this volume, notably the untimely death of E. A. Benians, who was 
so closely concerned with the planning of the whole work. With this volume the 
programme laid down for the first three is complete, and the reader has a general 
history of colonial expansion between 1870 and 1919 when the idea of “empire’ was 
slowly changing into the concept of ‘commonwealth’. The various chapters deal 
with all aspects of the transition, including diplomatic and political activity, and 
social and economic growth. This is an important reference work. (942) 


THE AGE OF IMPROVEMENT. Asa Briggs. Longmans, 35s. 1959. 22 cm. 
560 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (History of England, Vol. 8) 
This volume in a new syndicate history of England covers an unconventional period, 
1784-1867. The author has chosen it deliberately, for it cuts into what are usually 
thought of as two contrasting centuries, the age of balance and the age of progress, 
ending in the middle of the long reign of Queen Victoria, which is often considered 
a natural unit in itself. It was a period marked by significant changes in the structure 
of the English economy, the shape of English society, and the framework of govern- 
ment, while the dominant theme was ‘improvement’. Professor Briggs has a 
specialised knowledge of all aspects of this intensely interesting period. His book is a 
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stimulating survey and an admirable guide to years of great interest in English 
history. (942-07)

A SHORT HISTORY OF GERMANY 1815-1945. E. J. Passant, 
Economic Sections by W. O. Henderson and with contributions by C. J. Child 
and D. C. Watt. Cambridge University Press, 20s. 1959. 22 cm. 264 pages. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Based upon a handbook prepared during the war as background information for the 

Admiralty, this presents a skilfully concentrated account of a period during which the 

fortunes of modern Germany were moulded for good or for ill. It has been subjected 

to some revision, and additional chapters have been added on earlier German history 
and on the Second World War. For the sake of brevity no reference is made to 
cultural and artistic matters, and this is a palpable omission since it was in these 
spheres that German unity was most evident. A number of maps illustrate the changing 
internal and external frontiers during the period. A useful bibliographical note should 
help those who are here introduced to the factual framework to delve more deeply 
into the intellectual and emotional motives as well as to extend their knowledge of 
events.

THE ANCIEN REGIME. A Manual of French Institutions and Social 
Classes. F. C. Green. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 6s. 1959. 19 cm. 
88 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This scholarly little ‘background’ to the literature of 17th and 18th century France is 

packed with matter concerning the functions of the Crown, Central Government, 

Provincial Administration, Taxation, Justice, the Armed Forces, Censorship, State 

control of playhouses, the Jewish question, Education, and the Structure of Society 

(clergy, nobility, peasants, industrial workers). There is an excellent index. The 

bibliography of thirteen items, ten of which are now out of print, proves how timely 

is the service here rendered to students by Professor Green. (944) 


THE CROWD IN THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. George Rudé. 
Oxford University Press, 358. 1959. 22 cm. 276 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Every writer on the French Revolution has to describe the part played by the Paris 
mob in the storming of the Bastille, the march to Versailles, and other episodes. 
Few have been very clear as to what these revolutionary crowds really were, still 
less who the leaders were, and what were their real motives. These are the questions 
this book seeks to probe. Drawing upon a large quantity of little known material, 
and particularly upon the police records of the period, the author gives a striking 
and original picture of the Paris ‘mob’ during the period 1787-95, showing how it 
behaved, from what social classes its members came, how it reacted to events, what 
were its objects, and how far its aims were attained. The book will be of first-rate 
importance to serious students of revolutionary history, but the novelty of its 
approach should also give it a wider appeal. (944-04)

THE DIVIDED LAND. An Anglo-Greek Tragedy. Geoffrey Chandler. 
Macmillan, 21s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 230 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Sir Reginald Leeper in When Greek meets Greek (1950) gives an account of events in

Greece between 1944 and 1946 from the standpoint of the British Ambassador in 
Athens. Mr. Chandler treats the same period but as seen through the eyes of a 
Captain attached to the British Military Mission mainly in northern Greece. He does 
not conceal his disagreement with British policy and considers that the civil war 
was a Greek tragedy—‘Our tragedy was that it need never have happened’. This book 
is an important contribution to the history of post-war Greece but it is a pity that the 
author did not prune some of his more flowery descriptions. (949°507) 


China 

DRAGON AND SICKLE. How Communist Revolution happened in 
China. Guy Wint. Pall Mall Press, 10s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 110 pages. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The author, an expert on Asian affairs, describes the rise of Communism in China 

and the relations of Russia and the Chinese Communist Party. The contrast between 

Chinese and Russian methods is stressed and the influence of China’s revolution on 

the rest of Asia estimated. Throughout, the subject matter is the means employed to 

seize power rather than the subsequent use of power. Many forgotten or little-known 

facts are recorded and the story is brought right up to date. The book will interest a 

wide circle as a guide to both the past and the future. (951-05) 


Canada 

KLONDIKE. The Life and Death of the Last Great Gold Rush, Pierre 
Berton. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, Canada), $5.75. 1958. 22 cm. 4$7 pages. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

In this account of the Yukon gold rush of 1896-99, the author attempts to give a 

picture of all its aspects. Routes to the Klondike from all directions, by land and by 

sea, and the hardships and adventures encountered in travelling their different paths, 

are described in detail. The effect of the news of gold in Alaska is shown in places as 

far away as San Francisco, Australia, and the British Isles. The first claims were staked 

in the year 1896, and the author was able to interview eye witnesses of many of the 

events portrayed. (971-21)

THE AUSTRALIAN LEGEND. Russel Braddock Ward. Oxford University 
Press (Melbourne, Australia and London), 45s. 1958. 22 cm. 274 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 
The Australian Legend attempts to trace the historical origins and development of the 
Australian national mystique by means of an analysis of roth century Australian 
history. The author believes that what is now regarded as the Australian outlook was 
manifested first among bush workers in the pastoral industry and gradually came to 
pervade Australian life and literature. Liberal quotations from contemporary literature, 
including Australian folk-songs and ballads, recapture for the reader the lusty spirit of 
the early pastoral workers as they grappled with the rugged conditions of life in the 
bush. The final chapter places the Australian tradition in a wider perspective by 
comparisons with European and American life and thought. (994) 


New Guinea 

NEW GUINEA AND AUSTRALIA. Edited by J. Wilkes for the 
Australian Institute of Political Science. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, 
and London), 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

The vast island of New Guinea comprises: Dutch New Guinea in the west; the 








Australian territory of Papua; the Trust territory of New Guinea in the east. Recent 
developments in the Indonesian agitation to control West New Guinea and some 
criticism of Australian administration in the Trust territory make this book timely 
as well as important. It contains five papers read at the 24th Summer School of the 
Australian Institute of Political Science, with reports of the discussions and an 
introduction by Brigadier Cleland, Administrator of the territory of Papua and 
New Guinea. After examining land and people, the speakers deal with the present 
and future of the administration and finally consider New Guinea in the light of 
Australia’s defence and foreign policy. There is much to stimulate thought in this 
volume and its value is enhanced by extensive statistical appendices and good 
illustrations and maps. (995) 


THE AUSTRALIANS IN GERMAN NEW GUINEA, 1914-1921. 
C. D. Rowley. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia); Cambridge 
University Press (London), 52s.6d. 1958. 384 pages. Maps. Index. 

This book recounts the occupation of German New Guinea from the outbreak of 

World War I to the year 1921 by the Australian Naval and Military Expeditionary 

Force. The author, who is Principal of the Australian School of Pacific Administra- 

tion, has produced a well-documented study of the military and civil difficulties 

which faced the Australians in administering an occupied enemy territory. The final 
section records the political events after the war; the allocation of the mandate at the 

Treaty of Versailles; the Royal Commission of 1919 and the final expulsion of 

Germans from the territory. The subject is treated here for the first time and is 

supported by research into official reports and correspondence. (995-3) 


FICTION 

General 

THE WATERCRESS GIRL and Other Stories. H. E. Bates. Michael 

Joseph, 13s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations by Hazel Pope. 

In this collection of stories Mr. Bates returns to an earlier mode of writing. His 
subjects are mostly children, suddenly seeing country fields, city streets, railways, 
the unpredictable behaviour of adults, and such-like with the eye of experience for 
the first time. The tales are mostly short, the style somewhat lyrical and the subjects 
handled at a relatively simple level of perception, presented through the child’s 
consciousness but aimed at the adult’s intelligence. This is not one of Mr. Bates’s 
most ambitious performances, but each tale is a finely shaped and finished piece of 
work. 


CONE OF SILENCE. David Beaty. Secker & Warburg, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 
288 pages. 

Captain Gort crashes his Phoenix, a new British jet airliner, on take-off and it would 
seem that the fault is his. Yet Gort is an experienced and trustworthy pilot who 
always flies strictly according to the rules. Why should he suddenly do something so 
out of character? Alternatively, can the design of the aircraft be at fault? Mr. Beaty 
has written an absorbing and exciting book, making the technicalities of flying not 
only comprehensible but interesting to the layman. When writing of human 
relationships his touch is not so sure. 


THE LEVELLING WIND. Margaret Benaya. Collins, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
254 pages. 
A novel whose social setting is the young confident impulsive officer class of the 
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Isracli army of today. In this world, where the whole population lives more or less 
permanently mobilised, civilian and military life are perpetually intermingled and 
individual standards of conduct become confused. The story is told by the assistant 
of a young but highly-placed Israeli staff officer, whose persistent unfaithfulness 
to his wife induces his colleagues to console her in various ways. The plot at times 
seems too much dominated by personal experience, but the local colour is convincing 
and the unfamiliarity of the milieu gives the book a peculiar interest. 


BREAKFAST AT TIFFANY’S. Truman Capote. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. 

Mr. Capote’s gift of ironic humour, which animates all his work, is brilliantly 
displayed in this volume of four stories, particularly in the title-story, which narrates 
the fortunes of Holly Golightly who married a horse doctor at fourteen and finally 
decamps to Brazil after being arrested in New York on a drug-smuggling charge. 
In the meantime she has sampled and rejected the film-world of Hollywood where 
her ‘ego’ was not appreciated. Although far from virtuous, Mr. Capote’s Holly is 
nevertheless an extremely engaging representative of femininity. Most memorable of 
the other stories is House of Flowers, which captures in a few pages the pathos of very 
young prostitutes in a Haitian brothel. 


PICTURES IN THE FIRE. John Collier. Hart-Davis, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
190 pages. 

The title of this collection is aptly chosen, since there is a strong element of fantasy 
and of transience in many of these tales. Mr. Collier’s characters are often presented 
at some moment of illusion or self-deception, brilliantly conjured up for the moment 
and then allowed to dissolve as the situation passes away. Through his economy of 
style and his gift for striking metaphor he can often make the most freakish 
succession of events appear plausible. He seems less at home in the more realistic 
type of story, and is at his best when he practises the art of the grotesque. 


TWO GOLD RINGS. Margaret Davies. Hart-Davis, 16s. 1958. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

A sensitively conceived story of adult love as experienced by two strong and 
independent personalities who hope to find perfection in each other. The woman, 
an English novelist in her thirties who is also the narrator, lives the left-bank life in 
Paris among bohemian artists, while the man is a fastidious French literary critic 
with an exclusive, aristocratic family background. They become lovers and plan to 
marry, but their relationship grows increasingly complicated as each demands more 
than the partner is able to give at a given time. Written in a clear, uncluttered style 
the book draws a mature and wholly credible picture of love in real life. 


CHRISTOPHER. Geoffrey Drayton. Collins, 13s.6d. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
192 pages. 

A first novel which describes a few significant weeks of childhood in the West 
Indies, which are evidently destined to prove formative in later life. Christopher is 
portrayed as a solitary boy who is fascinated by tropical flowers and insects and 
deeply influenced by his West Indian nurse. The story is more impressive for the 
minutely evoked detail of the Caribbean scene than for the author’s powers of narra- 
tive invention, but it nevertheless presents a vivid and convincing picture from the 
child’s point of view of the painful process of growing up. 
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THE COMMON TOUCH. Kathleen Farrell. Macmillan, 15s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
222 pages. 
On holiday in Switzerland as companion to two elderly friends, Lucy and her 
brother Arnold, Marianne, past thirty, involves herself with a tourist guide whose 
plebeian vulgarity introduces ‘the common touch’ into the atmosphere of excessive 
refinement generated by Lucy. With rare skill Miss Farrell evokes her characters 
through a subtle interplay of environment and incident, until the domineering Lucy 
and her brother are seen not only as they are but also as they were before ambiguous 
relationships with others twisted their natures. The satirical undercurrent of this 
apparently simple novel transforms it into a sensitive commentary on human 
relationships. 


DR. MARTINO and Other Stories. Vol. 3 of the Collected Short Stories 

of William Faulkner. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 320 pages. 
In contrast to the second, the contents of this volume consist of self-contained stories 
in their own right, not extensions or fragments of the novels. This does not make 
them more conventional in form or treatment, however, since Mr. Faulkner is 
seldom much concerned with plausibility or shapeliness in his fiction. He sees his 
themes rather with a poet’s eye—stories of love, family loyalty or disgrace, set in the 
special context of the American South—and he plunges in often with an apparent 
disregard for preparation or denouement. The result is a series of stories told with 
inimitable style and authority but often difficult to unravel. 


WINE OF LIFE. A novel about Balzac. Charles Gorham. Collins, 18s. 
1959. 20 cm. 638 pages. 

According to the author the biographical novel should be tested not by slavish 
adherence to fact but by its ability to convince the reader that the subject is a person 
capable of producing the works attributed to him. His second attempt in this genre 
vigorously supports this thesis, giving form and feeling to the Balzac legend, with 
its tales of his fabulous energy, famous debts, love of food, clothes, luxury and 
women. A full-length novel, recreating with imaginative insight the story of genius 
in power and pathos, its passages of robust realism limit its suitability to the less 
squeamishly minded. 


CHILDREN OF CHAOS. Juan Goytisolo. Translated from the Spanish 

by Christine Brooke-Rose. Macgibbon & Kee, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 250 pages. 
A story set in Spain at the end of the civil war. Martin, a young Republican soldier, 
realising that his cause is lost, returns home. The local school teacher has been killed 
in an air raid, discipline has collapsed and the children have formed a gang which 
terrorises the district and finally kills Abel, a boy whom Martin had befriended in 
the past. The story skilfully unravels the complex situation behind the murder and 
reveals the horrors of war through this terrible microcosm. The flashback technique 
blurs the outlines of the plot, but, on the other hand, it serves to reflect the atmosphere 
of confusion that broods over the story. 


ROAD TO THE COAST. John Harris. Hutchinson, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

John Harris, author of best seller, The Sea Shall Not Have Them, captures the feeling 

of being caught up in a South American revolution in this new novel. Harry Ash, an 

Englishman of doubtful qualities, on his way to the coast and eventual escape, joins 
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forces with an attractive Englishwoman. They both have good reason for fleeing 
the country. He steals a car for the journey and finds himself landed with a third and 
unwelcome passenger. The book contains not only excitement, but is also an interest- 
ing study of the changes that appear in the characters of Grace and Harry as each 
influences the other. 


GOLDMUND. Hermann Hesse. Translated from the German by Geoffrey 

Dunlop. Peter Owen and Vision Press, 18s. 1959. 19 cm. 288 pages. 
The setting of this novel, first published in 1930, is medieval Germany. The boy 
Goldmund is dedicated by his father to the priestly life, that he may expiate the sins 
of his dissolute mother. In the monastery he meets the ascetic novice, Narziss, who, 
devoted solely to the things of the mind and the spirit, acts as his mentor, but Narziss 
is unable to dissuade Goldmund, the seeker after life and sensual experience, from 
quitting the cloister in search of fulfilment. Goldmund eventually returns to the 
monastery as a carver of sacred images, but he wanders forth again before returning 
to die. Hesse presents a vivid medieval background, but the story is essentially a 
vehicle for the author’s discussion of the complicated nature of subconscious 
incestuous desires. 


THE EIGHTH DAY OF THE WEEK. Marek Hlasko. Translated from 

the Polish by Norbert Guterman. Allen & Unwin, 1os.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 128 pages. 
This short novel by a young Polish author who has since left his country has 
understandably created a considerable sensation. It tells what is in itself a simple 
enough story of the rough course of young love in Poland. Its interest lies in the fact 
that the lovers’ frustrations are due to the absence of privacy and true leisure. In the 
life that surrounds them, the characters feel, personal relations must always be 
relegated to that eighth day for which there is no room in the calendar. The book 
appeals through its sincerity rather than its skill: the theme is certainly intensely 
poignant. 


SABRE GENERAL. The Memoirs of Colonel Philippe de Manoury. David 
Johnson. Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 286 pages. 

This is a brilliant tour-de-force—a full-blooded romantic novel with the ‘glory and 
power and tragedy’ of the Napoleonic wars as its theme. The campaigns of Poland, 
Austria and Spain are seen through the eyes of a young French Cavalry Officer, 
aide-de-camp to the dashing General Lasalle. Forced marches, ambushes, gallant 
adventures with local ladies—all the ingredients of pure romance are here, yet they 
go hand in hand with an encyclopaedic knowledge of the campaigns, an imaginative 
command of detail and a pervasive realism worthy of the post-Hemingway American 
novel at its best. The characters live, the dialogue sparkles and the narrative is absorb- 
ing—though inevitably somewhat repetitive. 


OF AGE AND INNOCENCE. George Lamming. Michael Joseph, 21s. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 414 pages. 
This difficult novel is a remarkable yet curiously abstract achievement. Unlike most 
contemporary West Indian novels, which are either wholeheartedly naturalistic or 
else located in a recognisable setting, this is wholly imaginary in its theme and still 
more so in its treatment. Beginning as an intimate study of two young couples in 
England, the scene is soon transferred to a Caribbean island and the plot develops as 
a complex tapestry of love and politics. The subject is partly allegorical and hardly 
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to be judged by conventional standards, but the writing is distinguished and reaches 
an impressive level of imaginative truth. 


THE BODY’S GUEST. Angus MacLeod. Dennis Dobson, 13s.6d. 1959. 
20 cm. 192 pages. 





This short novel set in a Highland village carries the well-tried comic formula of 
confusion of identity on to the psychological plane. An itinerant Indian pedlar 
arrives with a machine which he claims can effect the substitution of the soul or 
super-ego between any two bodies. It proves all too effective and the story develops 
into a keen satire directed at the behaviour of the doctor and the psychologist who 
are confronted with this problem. The author writes with a light touch, scores some 
shrewd hits against psychoanalytical theory and succeeds in making an entertaining 
farce out of this fantastic theme. 


DAYS AND MOMENTS QUICKLY FLYING. Perry Madoc. Collins, 
13s.6d. 1959. 19-5 cm. 256 pages. 

Mr. Madoc’s theme, a post-war rake’s progress, owes something to Evelyn Waugh’s 
Decline and Fall and something to John Wain’s Hurry On Down, though it 
communicates less sense of period than cither. His hero, the unregenerate son of a 
country clergyman is portrayed successively as disgraced undergraduate, fashionable 
philanderer, duped schoolmaster, amateur smuggler, short-term convict and failed 
suicide. Despite these varied stigmata, he emerges as an endearing if not always 
credible character. The author’s vein of farcical invention and his easy command of 
dialogue are his strongest points: they produce an amusing and at times sophisticated 
novel. 


THE SNOW BIRCH. John Mantley. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
286 pages. 

A small boy whose father is a fur trapper cannot bear to see an animal suffer. This is 
but one of the problems facing Robbie Sharron as he moves about the woods with 
the stealth of an Indian—to watch animals rather than kill them. At the age of eight 
he loses his father, and life on the farm in the wilds of Canada becomes very different. 
The strain and emotional tension between his Irish mother, his new stepfather and 
himself is dramatic and maintained to the last page of this moving novel. 


WOMEN AND THOMAS HARROW. John P. Marquand. Collins, 16s. 
1959. 20°5 cm. 448 pages. 

The hero of this novel moves between the sharply contrasted worlds of a small 
New England town, steeped in tradition, and the theatre industry of New York, 
where he begins his career in the agency business and becomes a well known play- 
wright. Behind this central figure in the composition is unfolded the story of his 
three marriages and of his sudden stage successes and disasters. The author varies his 
elaborate narrative by flashbacks over four decades. The novel is decidedly leisurely 
in pace but on this territory of professional and upper-middle class life in the eastern 
states Mr. Marquand writes with imperturbable assurance and worldly wisdom. 


THE TORTOISES. Loys Masson. Translated from the French by Antonia 
White. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 220 pages. 


M. Masson’s novel tells the story of a doomed voyage at the beginning of this 
century. La Rose de Mahé is a brig owned by a ruffianly Dutch captain and manned 
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by a crew of adventurers which sails from the Seychelles in search of a hoard of 
stolen treasure. Small-pox attacks the crew and the author finds full scope for his 
exceptional gifts of suggesting states of terror and hallucination. It is a powerful story 
which awakens echoes of Conrad and Melville, but the author lacks their detachment 
and devotes his talents rather too wholeheartedly to the evocation of the horrific. 


THE PRIVATE SEA. Peter Mayne. Murray, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 260 pages. 
This unusual book, described as ‘a documentary with additions’, is half-way between 
novel and travel-book, but slightly closer to fiction than fact. The setting is the 
island of Poros, where the inhabitants’ lives are bounded by the conventions and 
poverty of Greek village life, but powerfully influenced by the sophistication of 
Athens three hours over the water. The story describes the prospects and ambitions 
of a group of young Poriots and the arrival of a millionaire’s yacht with a beautiful 
American girl. The author characterises modern Greek life with great skill and his 
book is as informative as it is entertaining. 


THE VOYEUR. Alain Robbe-Grillet. Translated from the French by 
Richard Howard. Calder, 15s. 1959. 21 cm. 224 pages. 

This novel won the 1955 Prix des Critiques in France. It tells the story of a watch 
salesman who returns on business to his native island. He learns of the recent murder 
and rape of a local girl and is gradually led to bring the crime home to himself. The 
islanders play their part in supplying the external evidence, but the salesman himself, 
increasingly hypnotised by the crime, is almost exclusively the centre of interest. 
The author achieves a remarkable technical feat in presenting this state of semi- 
hallucination with such force, but the book’s obsessional appeal is perhaps less likely 
to attract the English reader. 

THE SECRET OF LUCA. [Ignazio Silone. Translated from the Italian. 

Cape, I§s. 1959. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Signor Silone returns here to familiar territory, a small Abruzzi village, suddenly 
galvanised by the homecoming of two wronged men. One has served a life-sentence 
for murder and lately been proved innocent; the other is a former political prisoner, 
now a hero of the Resistance. The subject is handled with consummate skill. The 
characterisation of the ex-convict, the rising politician, the judge, parish priest and 
villagers reveals the author's profound understanding of country life; it is constantly 
enriched by his gift for pungent rustic expression and his sense of irony. A novel 
conceived on a small scale, but one of Signor Silone’s most satisfying creations. 


FEE FI FO FUM! A Book of Fairy Stories. Osbert Sitwell. Macmillan, 15s. 
1959. 19°5 cm. 252 pages. 

Sir Osbert Sitwell retells here in sophisticated terms some of the classic European 
fairy tales, such as Bluebeard, Red Riding Hood and Dick Whittington. He explains in a 
preface the attraction which the fairy tale holds for him as a genre, in particular the 
opportunities of using the myth to reveal parallels in contemporary life. His tales 
make plenty of use of the foibles of the Welfare State and other modern institutions 
to prove his point. The satire is delicate but sharp and the stories are unmistakably 
intended for the adult reader. 


A TRAVELLING WOMAN. John Wain. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
216 pages. 
Mr. Wain’s fourth novel portrays a tragi-comedy of married life in London and the 
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provinces. A young solicitor, settled in a placid, somewhat humdrum marriage, is 
rsuaded by his wife to consult a psychoanalyst and uses these visits to cover a casual 
ious affair. This action embroils him with his closest friend and comes near to breaking 
up three homes. As before, Mr. Wain shows himself better equipped at inventing 
comic scenes than at characterisation. The protagonists here remain the author’s 
uppets, but he reveals a notable gain in human understanding, and his story is 
Eriskly and often very amusingly told. 


AMONG THE CEDARS. Dorothy Wright. Macmillan, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
238 pages. 
An extremely accomplished novel whose story moves between England, Italy and 
Austria. The central character is an cleven-year-old English girl, the child of a broken 
marriage, who is moved about relentlessly between expensive schools and hotels, 
the symbol of her lack of security being a cherished collection of postcards of 
unicorns. The author is equally skilful at describing the emotions and changing 
loyalties of children and establishing the various foreign settings. She writes with 
assurance and a sharp wit and her judgment of human character is at once tolerant 
and clear-cut. 


THE OUTWARD URGE. John Wyndham and Lucas Parkes. Michael 
Joseph, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
In 1994 Ticker Troon helps to assemble the first platform in space; in 2044 his 
randson is in charge of the British station on the moon; in 2094 another Troon 
(rT runho, by now, for the family has migrated to Brazil) is on the first spaceship to land 
on Mars; and in 2144 different branches of the family come face to face on Venus. 
The narrative gift of John Wyndham (author of The Day of the Triffids) and the space- 
scholarship of Lucas Parkes have combined to produce a lively, intelligent adventure 
tale for boys of all ages from nine to ninety. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

BURY THEIR DEAD. Alex Fraser. Bles, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 254 pages. 

The self-made industrialist, so often the unlamented victim in detective stories, 
appears as the sympathetic and upright hero in Bury Their Dead, a detective story 
which is given some distinction by its authentic-sounding details of engineering 
processes and devices which have a bearing on the method and motive behind the 
murder of an author with a double life. 


STRIKE FOR A KINGDOM. Menna Gallie. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 200 pages. 

A Welsh mining village in the 1930's, with the miners on strike, is the setting for 
this very unusual detective story. The men and women involved in the murder of 
the unpopular manager of the mine are startlingly alive and individual, described 
with a vivid frankness that is reminiscent of Dylan Thomas’s Under Milk Wood. 
The dialogue is memorably real, and the sordid poverty-stricken lives of the people 
of Cilhendre are transfigured by the writer’s sympathy and charity. This book is not 
for those who like their detective fiction to be escapist, nor is it for the prudish; but 
many readers will be moved by this loving account of a tough, pathetic, neighbourly 
community.

LES MISERABLES. Victor Hugo. Translated from the French by Charles E. 
Wilbour. Reprint. New introduction by Denis Saurat. 2 vols. Dent, 10s.6d. each. 
1959. 18-5 cm. 684 : 732 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

This novel, conceived in the grand romantic style, is certainly Hugo’s best known 

work outside France. It was written during his years of exile in Guernsey in the first 

decade of the Second Empire and in its sweeping panorama of French history it 
draws upon many of the events which Hugo had lived through himself, from the 
days of Waterloo in his boyhood to the revolution of 1848. Denis Saurat’s excellent 
introduction stresses the book’s extraordinary diversity; it is at once a detective novel, 

a love story and a tale of war and revolution. The translation is competent though at 

times a little pedestrian in rendering Hugo’s more rhetorical flights. 


FRANKENSTEIN. Mary W. Shelley. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1959. 18-5 cm. 
252 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
Frankenstein was first published in 1818. The introduction to this new edition reprints 
Mary Shelley’s detailed account of how it was written when she and Shelley were 
staying in Switzerland with Byron and another friend. The story—of the man who 
‘created’ a gigantic human being which then revenged itself by hounding down and 
destroying those whom its creator loved—has become almost legendary. To a 
modern reader, the attempt to give a scientific basis to this ‘horror-novel’ is some- 
what unconvincing, and much of the dialogue seems stilted. But the suspense is well 


handled, there is great power of description and the book has a period flavour not 
without charm. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

THE HORSE OF HURRICANE HILL. C. W. Anderson, Brockhampton 

Press, 128.6d. 1958. 22-5 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

First published in New York in 1956, this beautifully produced book, with charming 
illustrations by the author, tells how its hero, Stephen, found a thoroughbred colt 
which had escaped from a stable fire to run wild with the deer, and how he patiently 
schooled and exercised it until, a perfect team, they could race together to win a 
well deserved award. The relationship between boy and colt is sympathetically 
described and young horse-lovers will enjoy this interesting and instructive tale of a 
happy and successful apprenticeship. 


LITTLE PETE STORIES. Leila Berge. MY NAUGHTY LITTLE 
SISTER. Dorothy Edwards. 2s.6d. each. Illustrations by Henrietta Garland. 
ADVENTURES OF THE LITTLE WOODEN HORSE. Ursula 
Moray Williams. 3s. Illustrations by Peggy Fortnum. Reprints. Penguin Books. 
1959. 18 cm. 94: 112: 172 pages. Paper covers. (Puffin Books) 

The first two reprints should prove very popular with children of 4-7. The Little Pete 

Stories relate the adventures and the scrapes into which an active under-five-year-old 

can get. They are well written, with an understanding of the insatiable curiosity of 

the very young and the tremendous importance at that age of little everyday things. 

My Naughty Little Sister contains stories originally broadcast on the B.B.C.’s pro- 

gramme Listen with Mother. They describe, with skill and insight, the outlook of a 

small girl who is often naughty and stubborn but, on occasion, for reasons which 

make complete sense to her, although not necessarily to the grown-ups. Adventures 
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of the Little Wooden Horse tells of a toy horse that becomes separated from its maker, 
whom it loves, and goes through many trials and tribulations before the two are 
reunited. Exciting, full of incident and, on occasion, pathos, this book is suitable for 
slightly older children of 7-9. 


PANTALONI. Bettina. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1959. 33°5 cm. 
32 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) 

This is the story of Beppolino, a little Italian boy, and his dog Pantaloni, which he 
loves. One day someone who dislikes Beppolino takes Pantaloni away and hides 
him, but when they go to find him again, the little dog has escaped. Beppolino is in 
despair, especially as he hears everybody talking about a terrible dog that has been 
chasing the farm animals so much that he will have to be caught. Fortunately, 
Beppolino finds him first and all ends happily. It is a delightful little story, charmingly 
told, with excellent illustrations. It should appeal to most children of 5-8. 


ROMANCES OF THE WILD. H. Mortimer Batten. New edition. 

Blackie, 7s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations by Warwick Reynolds. 
This new edition of an old favourite retains many of the superb illustrations by the 
late Warwick Reynolds whose skill in drawing animals in action was outstanding. 
The tales are set in Britain or in the Canadian backwoods and the heroes and heroines 
are wild animals. Exciting incidents in their lives (many of which clearly come from 
first-hand field observation) are related with a vividness and joy which will delight 
children of all ages, and the romances, often ending tragically, concern the constant 
struggle of wild animals for existence and their attitude to man. It is remarkable how 
well these tales stand re-reading after all these years. 


THE PIED PIPER OF MEDENHAM. Norman Dale. Hamish Hamilton, 
8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Jean Harper. (Reindeer 
Books) 

Another story about the Medenham children who appear in Mr. Dale’s two earlier 

books in this excellent series for readers aged 7-9. This time they make friends with a 

young man from Australia, who so fascinates them with music and stories that they 

gladly help him with work on a farm which is going downhill because of the farmer's 
illness. In return, he helps them to make a success of a party to raise money for the 

Medenham Playground Fund. 


BIG RIDE. Dorothy Ward Erskine. Bell, 118.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
Illustrations by Herbert Buel. Maps. 

In the year 1775, the Mexican explorer de Anza led an expedition of 250 people (of 
whom 115 were children) with 11,000 head of cattle and horses on a 2,000-mile over- 
land journey from Mexico to California, where they founded the city of San Francisco. 
Miss Erskine tells the story of this great exodus as an exciting tale for children, but she 
bases it on diaries kept by some of the participants and she includes notes on the 
historical background. Incidents include encounters with hostile and friendly Indians, 
a cattle stampede, and a fight between a pony and a grizzly bear. 


THE AQUALUNG TWINS AND THE ‘IRON CRAB’. Frederick 
Falkner. Dent, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations by Frank Grey. 

Grant and Pamela, the Aqualung Twins, go with their parents to live in Antigua, and 

with three young friends whom they mect there they are involved in adventures with 

an eccentric professor. Underwater exploration, an ‘iron crab’ or submarine run on 
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atomic power, thrilling fights and escapes, together with good clear descriptions of 
aqualung swimming technique, make an exciting book which should appeal to any 
child interested in the sea. 


IAN MUNRO’S MONTE CARLO RALLY. Michael Gibson. 
Brockhampton Press (Leicester), 128.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations (1 in 
colour) by Arthur Horowicz. Maps. 

The Munro family—father, mother, Ian aged 19, Jenny aged 15, and Uncle Dick— 
are all extremely motor-minded. Mr. Munro has driven in the ‘Monte’ before, but 
this time he decides to include Ian in the crew. This is the story of their preparations 
and their trials and tribulations en route. It is well written, exciting, and highly accurate 
factually. Mr. Gibson makes the Rally regulations, the various Controls and the actual 
hazards an integral part of his story and illustrates cach leg of the route with a simple 
but adequate map. This is the sort of book which most car-minded young readers 
between the ages of 10 and 16 will enjoy, and from which they will learn much that 
normal Rally accounts omit. 


THE HOUSE OF THE PELICAN. Elisabeth Kyle. Reprint. Nelson, 
2s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations by Peggy Fortnum. Paper covers. 
(Nelson Juniors) 

Miss Kyle is at the top of her form in a story set in Edinburgh during the Festival 

months. There is a mystery connected with the elusive occupant of the House of the 

Pelican—a derelict, historic building hidden away behind the famous Royal Mile— 

but it is one that is entirely indigenous to its locale. The four young people who figure 

largely in this original, beguiling and attractively illustrated tale are a landlady’s 
daughter, the son of some rich Americans and the two children of a trombone player 
in one of the Festival orchestras. 


SECRET STEPMOTHER. Alice Lunt. Dent, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
180 pages. Illustrations by D. G. Valentine. 
A story about four children whose father marries again two years after their mother’s 
death. The two little boys readily accept their stepmother, but the girls, aged fourteen 
and twelve, are so resentful that they keep her existence a secret from friends 
and teachers at school. This secrecy leads them into escapades and scrapes, from which 
they are eventually rescued by their stepmother’s and their headmistress’s sympathy 
and good sense. This is a well written and interesting book. The author has succeeded 
particularly well in conveying the atmosphere of a large Secondary Modern School. 


THE ENCHANTED SCHOOLHOUSE. Ruth Sawyer. Brockhampton 
Press (Leicester), 12s.6d. 1958. 23-5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by Hugh Troy. 
When Brian Boru Gallagher was invited to stay with his American uncle, he decided 
to take with him something that the Americans would not already have which would 
demonstrate the greatness of his native Ireland. So he captured an Irish fairyman and 
carried him off in his grandfather’s best teapot. The fairyman, at first unwilling, soon 
began to enjoy himself in the New World, and before he went home again he used 
his magical powers to provide the children of Lobster Cave, Maine, with a new 

schoolhouse. 


THE OUTSIDE CAT. Jane Thayer. Brockhampton Press (Leicester), 10s.6d. 
1958. 26 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations in colour by Feodor Rojankovskv. 

Samuel the cat lived in the open air, but decided one day that he would like to be an 

inside cat for a change. Unfortunately, there already was an inside cat in the house 
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he chose, so every time he tried to get in the people gently put him out again. Then 
the people moved away and others came in their place who adopted Samuel. So he 
became an inside cat after all and lived happily ever after. A pleasant little tale, simply 
told, printed in large, clear type and well illustrated. It should appeal to most children 
between the ages of 4 and 6/7. 


Non-fiction 


WE GO TO IRELAND. Sylvia Lovat Corbridge. Harrap, 9s.6d. 1959. 

19 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. (The ‘We Go’ Series) 
This is the tenth in a moderately priced series that aims to instruct older children 
regarding the history, geography and everyday life of other countries. It would be 
difficult to overpraise the comprehensiveness and accuracy of the information imparted 
in this way, and Ireland is an ideal subject for such treatment. Full justice is done to the 
principal ‘sights’ of the country, and to the old-world charm of the people that is its 
outstanding attraction. The scheme of the book, common to all the volumes of the 
series—an escorted tour by a boy and girl staying with friends or relatives in 
the country—is a handicap to verisimilitude, although in this case the author has done 
her best to disguise its artificiality. 


RAILWAY SIGNALLING SYSTEMS. John R. Day and B. K. Cooper. 
Muller, 9s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations by Michael G. Young. 
Diagrams. (Mechanical Age Library) 

A clear and well-written account of modern signalling practice and its development. 

The text is ably illustrated and has not been ‘written down’, yet the subject can be 

readily understood by boys of 14 upwards. A model of what such books should be. 


THEY PUT OUT TO SEA. The Story of the Map. Roger Duvoisin. 
University of London Press, 1§s. 1959. 24 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations by the author. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Duvoisin makes a bedtime story of the exploration of the world, from the times 
of the ancient Egyptians and Phoenicians to those of Columbus and Magellan, and 
he also makes the captains and the kings talk like schoolboys. Surprisingly, however, 
he gets away with it, as one of his own heroes would no doubt say. His book is 
unexpectedly attractive, and it should not only appeal to young readers, it should give 
them a clear outline of the subject. His illustrations, crude, clear and vigorous, are in 
keeping with the text. A good book for the junior school library. 


KNIGHTS OF ST. JOHN. Gerhart Ellert. Translated from the German 
by J. Bockett-Pugh. Lutterworth Press, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 140 pages. Illustrations 
by A. Burgess Sharrocks. Map. 

A children’s history of the Knights Hospitallers, originally published in Germany in 

1955. It starts with the foundation of the Order after the capture of Jerusalem in 1199 

and traces its history through the ages. There are stirring descriptions of the great 

battles in which the Knights engaged—the loss of Acre and of Rhodes and the success- 
ful defence of Malta. A final chapter deals with the work of the Order today and with 
its modern British revival in the St. John Ambulance Brigade. 


LOOKING AT OTHER CHILDREN. LOOKING AT EVERYDAY 
THINGS. Jean and David Gadsby. Black, 7s. and 7s.6d. respectively. 1958. 
24°5 cm. 64 : 80 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Index in second vol. (Looking 
at Geography, Books | and Il) 


Choosing the Amazonian Forest, Greenland, Arabia, Great Britain, China, Norway, 
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India and Holland in which a child could imagine growing up, the authors in Book I 
describe the work, houses, dress, food, products, weather and seasons forming the 
child’s environment. Easy introductions also are given to drawing plans, and observing 
shadows and the changing seasons. Book II is a skilful extension of this human 
geography. The everyday things are the commodities seen in the shops to meet the 
household needs. The production, preparation and transport of wheat, rubber, cotton, 
bananas, oil, fish, tea, wool and sugar from the chief exporting countries are described. 
Introductions are given to weather forecasting, house-building and map interpre- 
tation. The numerous illustrations are excellent and with the clear explanations 
should enable young readers from 9-12 to work through these books with pleasure. 


MOZART. Manuel Komroff. Lutterworth Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 182 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

A straightforward and accurate story of Mozart’s life, told without sentiment or 

exaggeration. The author, an American, has a good grasp of the background in 

Salzburg and in Vienna, and takes a realistic view of Mozart’s weaknesses as well as 

fairly assessing the strength of his character. The book may be recommended to young 

readers up to about 15 or 16 years old. 


TOP-LINK LOCOMOTIVES. Norman McKillop. Reprint. Nelson, 2s.6d. 
18 cm. 202 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. (Nelson Juniors) 
One of a new series of paperbacks which will be welcomed by young readers with 
little money to spend. Steam, diesel and electric locomotives are the subject of this 
book, which also takes a brief glance at the gas turbine. The author, himself a driver 
of high-speed trains, takes the reader for a run on the footplate between Edinburgh 
and London and between London and Newhaven, the first train steam-hauled and the 
other electric. By means of lively conversations he explains the working of the most 
modern forms of rail power, and he is even able to make electronics intelligible to 


the young. 


EXPLORING UNDER THE SEA. Marie Neurath. Max Parrish, 7s. 
boards; 8s.6d. cloth. 1959. 21-5 cm. 36 pages. Illustrations in colour. (Max Parrish 
Colour Books) 

This addition to the series deals with the various methods of underwater exploration— 

aqualung, underwater ‘motoring’, deep diving by suit and diving-bell, the latest robot- 

suit, balloon ship and submarine. There are also notes on escaping from a sunken 
submarine, submarine salvage and what the submarine of the future may look like. 

The text is clearly and simply written, and the abundant illustrations are as informative 

as the text. The age range is approximately 7-10, although six-year-olds should also 

be able to understand some of the more familiar sections. 


HOW I BECAME A BALLET DANCER. Peggy van Praagh. Reprint. 

Nelson, 2s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 110 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. (Nelson Juniors) 
The author, who gave up her stage career to become ballet mistress to Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre Ballet (now the Royal Ballet School) tells with exemplary simplicity, candour 
and precision of her very wide experiences as student, teacher and dancer. This auto- 
biographical narrative (Part I) will be valued by anyone interested in the rise and 
progress of the 2oth century ballet renaissance in England; children over ten and their 
parents will find in Part II the best and fullest advice possible on beginning and 


pursuing a ballet dancer’s career in Britain. 
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
